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REINHOLD EBERTIN, 1901 - 1988 


The death of Reinhold Ebertin in the 
early hours of 14th March 1988 has de- 
prived the world's astrological commun- 
ity of one of its most outstanding and 
revered members. Born into the royal art 
on 16th February 1901 at 04:40 am MET, 
Goerlitz, Germany (his mother Elsbeth 
Ebertin was one of the outstanding ex- 
ponents of astrology of her day), Rein- 
hold was still working at his desk on 
his beloved charts right up to his last 
day. 

Ebertin’ was one of the very great 
pioneer researchers, thinkers, innovat- 
ors and organisers in astrology of this 
century. A prolific writer and author, 
founder of the Ebertin Press, founder of 
the annual Cosmobiological Research 
Conferences, co-founder and President 
Emeritus of the Cosmobiological Academy, 
Aalen, and a man of great cultural 
breadth, Ebertin has proved to be one of 
the most influential forces in the form- 
ation of 20th-century astrology in the 
West. The scope of his influence, and 
the respect with which his pioneering 
work in focusing serious academic atten- 
tion on astrology was held by his coun- 
trymen, was shown when he was recently 
made a Knight of the Order of the Golden 
Lance in recognition of his life work. 

Outside of Germany, perhaps Eber- 
tin's most famous contribution has been 
his development of certain aspects of 
Alfred Witte's work on mid-points and 
planetary pictures. His The Combination 
of Stellar Influences, known affection- 
ately as COSI ("cosy") for short, is 
astrology's Oxford Dictionary and prob- 
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ably the single most important manual of 
interpretation yet written. A measure of 
its breadth is that it is as popular 
with traditional and horary astrologers 
as it is with counseling and research- 
oriented astrologers. Its contents and 
layout reflect Ebertin's happy ability 
to marry great innovative insights with 
a solid practicality and empiricism. The 
Magnum opus also reflects the wide scope 
of the master's astrological interests, 
from spiritual and psychological to 
medical and mundane, and the whole area 
of forecasting. 

Those who do not read COSI's intro- 
ductory caution may gain the impression 
from leafing through its text that the 
author is in favour of a fatalistic and 
“event oriented" approach to astrology. 
This is in fact the exact opposite of 
his philosophical position. Ebertin was 
a pioneer in the 1930s in emphasising 
the very great importance of social, 
environmental, educational, cultural and 
hereditary factors in the individual's 
development. This led him to name his 
own, and his Academy's, approach to 
astrology "cosmobiology", a ploy which 
enabled him to disentangle the serious 
work on which he and his colleagues were 
engaged from the superstitious image 
conjured up by the word "astrology" in 
the minds of the general public. This 
relabelling enabled him to sidestep the 
usual prejudices evoked by the word 
"astrology" and gain the public support 
of a wide range of leading academics; so

it was that Rudolf Tomaschek, Professor 
of Theoretical Physics at Munich and a 
world expert on earth tides, became the 
first chairman and a life-long supporter 
of the Aalen Cosmobiological Academy. 
The level of papers at Ebertin's 
annual research conferences, begun in 
1932 with the "Congress of Astrological 
Pioneers" in Erfurt, have always been 
high and appear each year in the Ebertin 
Cosmobiological Yearbook. These confer- 
ences, which continue under the chair- 
manship of his son, Dr. Baldur Ebertin, 
were held for many years in Aalen Town 
Hall, set in a park dotted with the 
statues of planetary gods. There one 
found the widest cross-section of astro- 
logers, top level scientists, psycholo- 
gists, and academics rubbing shoulders 
with theologians, artists, musicians, 
and distinguished scholars, all drawn 


together by Reinhold Ebertin's vision 
and inspiring love for astrology and its 
potential for good in the world. 

While COSI is undoubtedly Ebertin's 
best known book in the English speaking 
world, it is but one of his fine range 
of books, many of which are still only 
available in German. An English edition 
of his major work on Pluto is due to be 
published by the Urania Trust later this 
year, his Applied Cosmobiology is still 
the main work available on the use of 
the 90° dial and the systematic use of 
midpoints. His many other writings and 
publications expound his thinking on an 
amazingly diverse range of material. 
Central to all of his work is a desire 
to clarify astrology and its workings 
and application. To this end he was a 
pioneer in developing graphic methods of 
presenting information to the astrologer 
in a readily assimilated form. Most 
famous, and most often imitated, of 
these are his annual 45° Graphic Ephem- 
erides for plotting out the year's tran- 
sits. These include editions plotting 
the transiting midpoints and the tran- 
siting declinations of planets. He ex- 
tended the same principle for progres- 
sions and directions in the form of 
"“life-diagrams" in which all the solar 
arc directions and secondary directions 
for sixty years are plotted on one 
sheet. With the advent of computer 
graphics these are now relatively com- 
monplace, but it was Ebertin who first 
pioneered their development and applica- 
tion. 

As a good pioneer Ebertin was al- 
ways ready to encourage and promote 
quality work, and did much to promote an 
understanding of harmonics in Germany 
through the publication of the work of 
Dr. Hans-Jorg Walter, who is now re- 
search director of the Academy. Always 
one jump ahead of his followers; Ebertin 


loved to experiment with new methods and 
ideas, and see how they could be ap- 
plied. His great yardstick was always: 
“how does it work in practice?" To this 
end he would publish in his monthly 
journals Cosmobiology and Cosmic Observ- 
er, and later in Meridian, his regular, 
well considered forecasts about the 
prospects for world leaders and inter- 
national affairs, and major elections 
and other contests, putting his methods 
to the test. And like any real astrolo- 
ger he used astrology as a part of his 
daily life. Thus when arrested in June 
1941, "because he knew too much," in the 
words of the Secret Police, he had the 
forethought to smuggle in an ephemeris 
in his sock, and was able to forecast 
accurately the date when he might be 
released. 

In developing an understanding of 
mid-points Ebertin always insisted that 
example charts should not only illus- 
trate the suggested interpretation on an 
inner psychological level, but that the 
suggested interpretations should also 
become manifest in the individual (or 
national or company) life history when 
activated by major directions and tran- 
sits. He applied the same rigorous ap- 
proach in his continuing attempts to 
develop a "Psychocosmogram", a visual, 
wheel-type, presentation of each prin- 
ciple in the chart showing the relative 
strength of each chart factor in such a 
way that the salient features of a chart 
could be absorbed in a few moments. 

So much more could, and will, be 
written of this "“astrologer's astrolo- 
ger", but in remembering him few who 
knew him over the years’ will fail to 
echo Shakespeare's words: 

“Hereafter, in a better world than 
this, I shall desire more love and 
knowledge of him."

HENRY WEINGARTEN 
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GARY DUNCAN, 1931-1988 


NEIL LLEWELLYN BLOCK, known totheas- 
trological world under his pseudonym of 
"Gary Duncan", died suddenly of an ap- 
parent massive heart attack between 8 
and 8:30 am, Sunday, June 19, 1988.

Neil's father, Andrew Jesse Block, 
was originally from Windon, Minnesota, 
and his mother, Eleanor Grace Norton 
Block, was from Rosebank, New York. Neil 
and his mother, later separated from his 
father, lived for some time at Oceanside 
and were active in the Rosicrucian Fel- 
lowship. Neil started teaching astrology 
at the Fellowship as a young teen-ager, 
and also worked part-time throughout his 
high school and college years for Llew- 
ellyn Publications in Culver City. It 
was in those early years that he formed 
a friendship and astrological associa- 
tion with Donald Bradley (who later 


wrote under the pseudonym of "Garth 
Allen") that lasted until Bradley's 
death. 

I first met Neil at an AFA conven- 
tion in 1962, about the time that he 
chose to separate his career in computer 
science, and his plans for a doctorate 
in astronomy, from his interest in as- 
trology by adopting the pseudonym of 
Gary Duncan. While working at Jet Pro- 
pulsion Laboratory (1960-66) as a Senior 
Research Engineer, he edited and wrote 
most of the 1966 edition of the Moon 
Sign Book. In that issue we published, 
what I believe were, the first computer- 
drawn astro-geo. maps with the planetary 
positions also generated by computer. 
Another first in that issue was a compu- 
ter-generated graphic ephemeris. 

During the writing of the 1966 Moon 
Sign Book, because of a very tight sche- 
dule we worked side by side for a week 
in his house, I got to know Neil better. 
He was an accomplished pianist and, at 
that time, had two grand pianos in his 
home. He had earned part of his income 
during college years playing the piano 
and singing in bars. During that week, 
he told me a lot about his work with 
Llewellyn George, but it was only after 
his death that I discovered his given 
middle name was "Llewellyn". 

His work at JPL was of a very high 
level, and in 1962 he co-authored, with 
D. O. Muhleman and D. B. Holdridge, JPL 
Technical Report No. 32-321, "The Astro- 
nomical Unit Determined by Radar Reflec- 
tions from Venus". Neil was solely res- 
ponsible for the production of the basic 
astronomical ephemerides of the Sun, 
Moon and planets. It was his computer 
Program that provided the international 
standard of accuracy used by all NASA 
agencies. 

While working as a Senior Program- 
mer at Bendix Computer (1958-60), he was 


involved with the early use of computers 
in electronic typesetting and production 
of artwork. During one of his visits to 
Llewellyn in St. Paul, I introduced him 
to the group of investors who formed 
Computype, Inc., where he worked as Vice 
President and developed the first use of 
an integrated electronic typesetting 
system from keyboard to finished typeset 
pages. Computype was merged into Aspen 
Systems, now part of American Can Co., 
and Neil went to work as Executive Vice 
President of University Computer Corp. 
in Cleveland (1968-70), where he pro- 
duced the first half-tone reproductions 
of photographs on the RCA Videocomp. He 
continued in computer typesetting devel- 
opment with Addessograph-Multigraph 
(1970-74), before returning to Califor- 
nia, where he was employed first by the 
University of California at Irvine, and 
then by various computer and aerospace 
firms, including Dunegran/Endevco, Gen- 
eral Automation, Process Systems, and 
then Hughes Aircraft Co., as Senior 
Project Engineer and Systems Manager 
(1983-86), until Hughes became merged 
into General Motors, with a vast reduc- 
tion in staff. 

Since that time, Neil worked as a 
free-lance computer consultant; he relo- 
cated for a period to work as Gary Dun- 
can with Matrix Software in Michigan, 
and only recently moved to St. Paul to 
join Llewellyn Publications as a con- 
sultant. 

At 56 years of age, he recognized 
that re-employment in the computer field 
was difficult, and I had convinced him 
that his best career choice now lay with 
his work in astrological writing, compu- 
tation and publishing. He arrived here 
in early May 1988, having worked on 
various projects for use while he lived 
on the west coast, and was living with 
us in our home in Marine-on-St. Croix, 


thirty miles north of St. Paul. He had 
an office and computer set-up here, and 
would commute to the main Llewellyn 
office as needed. Together we had plan- 
ned a dozen new projects, all of which 
were in various stages of development-- 
including a software program to accom— 
pany Edna Rynveld's forthcoming book 
Transits in Reverse, various astrologic- 
al computations and a new Campanus Table 
of Houses, and several books, ranging 
from one dealing with the “Bible and 
Astrology" to "The Inside-Outside Theory 
of Delineation". 

During the last year or so his 
health had deteriorated. All his life he 
had suffered with asthma and had severe 
allergies to tobacco smoke. While in 
Michigan he suffered his first heart 
attack; he was on medication for this 
and for hypertension. Last Fall, while 
in Washington, he contracted a debilita- 
ting flu from which he never seemed to 
fully recover, and his first few days 
with us were totally miserable. Last 
Friday, June 17, he visited his doctor 
here and then spent a very productive 
day at the Llewellyn office. Friday and 
Saturday were days filled with plans and 
enthusiasm for the work, and Saturday 
evening we went out to an enjoyed dinner 
with my mother. Except for a strange 
back pain, he was happier and healthier- 
seeming than he'd been in months. 

Sunday morning we found him sit- 
ting, slumped, in the kitchen. Our son, 
Gabriel, had talked with him some min- 
utes earlier and he'd complained that 
he'd had a difficult night. I found no 
pulse. The paramedics arrived within 
five minutes of our call, and worked for 
over an hour, gaining some pulse before 
moving him to the hospital. Apparently 
the damage was too extensive, and the 
failure was total by 10:30 am. 

As Gary Duncan he will be remember- 


ed for his demands for mathematical 
accuracy in computation and for a rigor- 
ous statistical approach to astrological 
research. I think he may have been in 
touch with more astrologers during this 
century than any other person for he was 
actually active for nearly a half cen- 
tury and knew many of the big names that 
have long been gone: Llewellyn George, 
Heindel, Benjamin, Lewi, Tobey, Ernest 
Grant, Don Bradley, and on and on. He 
was a child prodigy; with professional 
accomplishments in music, mathematics, 
astronomy, computer science, and bus- 
iness, as well as astrology. And, as 
nearly everyone in the astrological 
world knows, his personal library was 
one of the finest. 

Aside from his volunteer and part- 
time work at Llewellyn, his earliest 
employment, at age 13, was as Assistant 
Librarian (1944-49) at the Santa Ana 
Public Library. In the Air Force (1951- 
52) Neil worked as Cryptographer and 
supervised accounting operations for a 
large-scale supply depot serving five 
states for all four branches of the 
military. During this period, he also 
wrote seventy per cent of the plug 
boards for the large IBM-402 and 425 
machines. 

From 1949 to 1953, except for the 
time in the Air Force, he worked as a 
Computational Lab Assistant at the UCLA 
Astronomy Dept., during which time he 
computed the orbits of the minor planet 
Icarus and the moons of Jupiter, working 
with an IBM-CPC. 1953-55 he worked as 
Programmer for Douglas Aircraft Co; 
1955-56, Research Supervisor, Servomech- 
anism, Inc; 1956-57, Advanced Program- 
ming Manager, Alwac Corp; 1957-58, Soft- 
ware Manager, Autonetics; and then to 
Bendix Computer in 1958. 

During these years, he also served 
as Guest University Lecturer in Numeric- 


al Analysis and in Celestial Mechanics 
at UCLA, as Instructor in Mathematics 
for Electronic data Processing at Long 
Beach College, and on various academic 
committees on computer programming and 
software design. His computer expertise 
spanned the full range from large CDC 
and IBM machines to a number of mini 
systems and microcomputers. He had 
"guru" level of expertise in Fortran and 
C languages, and also wrote in Pascal, 
PL/1, Basic, Bal, Exec, Snorol, Lisp, 
Pilot, Texsys, Typset, Datatext, Text 
360, TE, Apt, Adapt. and Action. He was 
responsible for the development of both 
hardware and software system designs for 
a new 32-bit minicomputer, and for a 
variety of interactive systems in com- 
puter typesetting. 

During his business career, he not 
only helped found Computype and devel- 
oped its business plan, but had direct 
supervisory responsibility for work 
forces of up to 250 workers. 

Neil Llewellyn Block/Gary Duncan 
had a wide range of friends in his chos- 
en worlds of Computer Science, Astronomy 
and Astrology. It is my earnest hope 
that I can work with enough of his com- 
puter files to salvage a major portion 
of his astrological work and see it 
through to publication. I would like to 
see the "Duncan" name on one or more 
software products and books as a fitting 
memorial to a friend whose one real 
avocation was scientific and applied 
astrology. If there are readers and 
friends out there who have correspon- 
dence, expertise, and interest to help, 
I'd be pleased to hear from you in the 
hope that we can develop enough material 
for commercial viability. 

During his last month, Gary and I 
talked of a "dream" that would lead to a 
Llewellyn Research center in San Diego, 
where the Duncan Library could be estab- 


lished as a continuation of Llewellyn 
George's own dream of a foundation for 
scientific research and professional 
exchange. He had come to recognize that 
commercial applications of research 
results would be the only practical 
basis for realizing his dream. 

Gary's departure from us was just 
too soon, but his memory will be with us 
for a long time.

The astrologer-columnist died in Santa 
Monica, California on Saturday 30th 
April 1988, a few days before the public 
announcement that his friends, and form- 
er clients, President Reagan and his 
wife Nancy used astrological advice to 
schedule important events. 

Carroll, who liked to be called the 
"gregarious Aquarian", was famous in 
Hollywood for his extravagant zodiac- 
theme parties. He began doing charts for 
Hollywood notables in 1938 and became a 
columnist in 1950, his syndicated daily 
sun-sign column being published in 166 
newspapers around the world. 

His success as an astrologer came 
after he warned Marlene Dietrich to 
avoid working on the studio set one day 
because she might get hurt. His advice 
was ignored and she broke an ankle while 
reaching out to save a falling child. 
Word of the incident led other celeb- 
rities to seek his counsel. These are 
said to have included Arlene Dahl, Rhon- 
da Fleming, Jane Withers, Joan Fontaine, 
Grace Kelly, and the Reagans. 

He moved to California from Phila- 
delphia after sustaining a sports injury 
The relocation, based on his own inter- 
pretation of his birthchart, was to take 
advantage of "physical protection in the 
southwest." 

In the 1930s Evangeline Adams told 
him he had the perfect chart for becom- 
ing an astrologer: Jupiter conjunct 
Uranus, close to the IXth cusp, is sex- 
tile the Mercury-Mars-Sun conjunction in 
the XIIth, and opposed by Pluto; the 
Moon-Venus conjunction squares Pluto. 

At his death, secondary progressed 
Uranus was back to its natal position 
(O'orb).

MONEY: HOW IT GROWS AND FLOWS

LIKE MONEY, astrology is common sense in 
symbols. Both work only against a back- 
ground of what is. Intellectual and 
political fads are as deadly to prosper- 
ity as they are to astrological inter- 
pretation. Forget about Keynes and any 
number of titled economic experts. Look 
at fundamental astrology for the eternal 
basics of human exchange. Look at his- 
tory-past and history-in-the-making for 
the meaning of events in the world and 
on the charts. 

Venus in Taurus defines wealth. 
True value is always connected to mate- 
rial reality or to the earth. (We're 
only talking money here, not spiritual- 
ity or morality.) Venus as ruler of 
Libra indicates the need for fair and 
equitable exchange. Together they create 
financial stability, notions not always 
found in economic texts. 

Venus is debilitated in Scorpio, 
the sign of thievery, debt, interest and 
taxes, which is why usury (taking inter- 
est) was forbidden in the Middle Ages 
and the Renaissance, and why we all hate 
the IRS. Wall Street wheelers and deal- 
ers are obsessed by interest rates. 
Interest up. Prosperity down. Venus is 
also debilitated in Aries: war, fight- 
ing, and slashing. When gold was stand- 
ard, coins were clipped. Today we rip 
ourselves off in more subtle ways with 
paper promises backed by the U.S. of A. 


Venus is exalted in Pisces. What 
you give returns to you tenfold. What 
goes up must come down. The more you 
have the more you get the more you want. 
If a little extra money in the system 
improves the distribution of wealth, 
lots more must be better. Money is evil; 
money corrupts: the full contradictory 
conclusion when money is no longer tan- 
gible. 

Pisces is the anticipation of fu- 
ture money, faith in what we cannot 
know, the carrot in front of our noses. 
Pisces and its rulers, Jupiter and Nep- 
tune, signify expansion of the money 
supply without anything material to back 
it. Pisces is the third house from Cap- 
ricorn and signifies paper and con- 
tracts, the government's word. The illu- 
sory expansion of Venus, inflation, 
issues from our heads of state, the 
congenital weakness of people in power. 

Jupiter also rules Sagittarius, 
which facilitates trade, particularly 
foreign trade, specifically IMPORTS. 
Astrological probability: expanding the 
money supply expands imports. Jupiter 
exalted in Cancer: expanding the money 
supply increases the feeling of security 
and increases the cost of homes. One 
could argue that since Jupiter is a 
vagabond, expanding the money supply not 
only creates wealth, a trade deficit, 
and altruistic spending, it also creates 
the homeless. 

Neptune, ruler of Pisces, is exal- 
ted in Leo. Leo is the symbol of gam- 
bling and speculation, wealth and self- 
important display. Venus in Pisces gives 
wealth to yuppies and masters manipulat- 
ors of junk bonds. 

Such are the money fundamentals. In 
the U.S. we have an economy that thrives 
on debt. Our system of capitalism is a 
highly successful mixture of stocks, 
bonds, and borrowed money (Scorpio). 


Keynes' description of economics in the 
abstract is simply the predictable man- 
ipulations of a cash economy in general 
and the U.S. success in particular. 
Scorpio on our XIIth of self-undoing and 
government book-keeping is aided and 
abetted by our VIIIth house connections 
of Sun, Venus, and Jupiter, along with 
Pluto in the second. The United States 
is highly successful despite working 
against the norm--walking backwards. 
Perfect for a Sun in Cancer, Moon in 
Aquarius. 

The Gemini rising chart is not 
nearly as accurate at describing what we 
do as is the Sagittarius chart. Nor does 
it time financial ups and downs. Though 
Jupiter in Cancer, by its nature, indi- 
cates a time of prosperity, in the 
United States it's a time of financial 
difficulty. During its passage through 
our VIIIth house our debt becomes exces- 
sive, even for us. 

That's our astrological reality, 
now let's get to real-world definitions. 

Inflation results from pumping an 
economy with money that represents no 
real exchange for time and labor. On a 
gold standard, time and labor produce 
the material, which is in turn exchanged 
according to the values of the buyer 
(Taurus). Inflation, simply defined, re- 
sults from printing paper promises that 
are backed by nothing exchangeable (Pi- 
sces). Deficit financing is mining the 
future. The future often makes the pres- 
ent promise a lie. Pisces and Neptune 
inflate and debase the currency. Only 
the government can do that without fac- 
ing jail. 

Simple borrowing, the Jupiter side 
of borrowing against the future, is 
countered by simple paying off or by 
simple default. The time limit on repay- 
ment and on restoring the balance is 
definite. Sagittarius is the word of the 
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U.S.A.

other person in the transaction (Libra). 
Jupiter is a word (promise) derived from 
your assets (Taurus) or your home (Can- 
cer). Despite all the hoopla about the 
lquidity crisis (genuine enough), illi- 
quidity or excessive personal and cor- 
porate debt are not the same as debasing 
the currency. 

The U.S. doesn't debase its curren- 
cy obviously by printing up batches of 
cash, it merely borrows money that the 
bank lends to others. Both get to put it 
into operation. I lend you fifty dol- 
lars. You spend it and I spend it. Look 
at that strange configuration of Saturn, 


ruler of the IInd in the XIth, money of 
the people or money in the banks going 
into the government coffers. Venus, 
ruler of the XIth, in the sign of the 
VIlIth, sending it back out in the form 
of loans. And, of course, the heavy debt 
and taxation (Pluto in the IInd) that is 
imposed on and composes our money in 
circulation. If you want to quibble 
about Venus and the VIIIth, look at it 
this way: Venus rules the XIth house of 
government money which is the secret 
backer of our luxurious debt structure, 
fourth of the VIIIth. Everybody goes 
into debt when the government supports 
it, even going so far as to back home 
mortgages. The delineation is so obvious 
as to be unnecessary. 

Where does all that borrowed money 
go? Moon, ruler of the VIIIth, is posit- 
ed in the IlIrd of transportation, can- 
als, railroads, highways, space shots, 
and exports. Lots of it goes overseas 
(IIIrd is exports) or out into the wild 
blue (Aquarius). If you stop to think 
about it, the United States is the only 
country where nobody has any money and 
everyone is prosperous. Don't look for 
any logic behind re-lending what you 
lent to the government. Let's say it 
works. It works until it catches up to 
reality. Inflated money spreads like 
dandelions. One day we'll shop with a 
wheelbarrow--for the money not the food. 

With the U.S. Neptune in the Xth of 
government, inflation is the primary 
work of our hired managers. Transiting 
Neptune has opposed or is opposing the 
U.S. Venus and Jupiter, which correlates 
with our biggest deficits and a federal 
debt that is very close to its danger 
point. Neptune transiting the IInd rein- 
forces the inflation, and progressed 
Venus in the U.S. chart is just ending 
its transit through Pisces having oppos- 
ed natal Neptune. If that doesn't 


delineate a two and a half trillion 
dollar debt one can't imagine what 
could. 

While these remarks may seem ele- 
mentary to many of you, they are appa- 
rently not elementary to many economists 
and financial experts, who blame infla- 
tion on everything from the guy who 
manufactures your car to an Arab sheik 
who gouges you for the oil you need to 
run it. Greed doesn't cause inflation. 
Government does. Inflation breeds greed, 
not the other way around. Prices cannot 
rise across the board, unless there is 
enough money to finance the rise. In a 
stable money situation, a price rise in 
one sector will force a price drop in 
another. It's really that simple. With- 
out inflation Jupiter and Saturn are 
locked in a perpetual pas de deux, and 
adagio of up and down. Inflation creates 
an illusion of prosperity because of the 
abundance of cash. The downs manage to 
be higher than the previous ups. Real 
prosperity is better defined as the 
amount of goods and services one is able 
to purchase, that is, the percentage of 
income needed for essential purchases 
and what's left over, not their dollar 
value. Although consumer inflation has 
apparently abated, the reality is that 
since Saturn squared Neptune in 1980, 
wages have begun to fall behind prices. 

What we, therefore, expect to see 
in any major financial adjustment is a 
connection with Neptune, a change in the 
inflation structure. 

The drop to 1700 on the Dow last 
year did NOT begin on 19th October or 
even on the 16th when Mercury turned 
retrograde. The precipitous drop began 
then, but the drop was not the turning 
point. 

The major drop in fact started on 
25th August when the market reached an 
all-time high. At that time Uranus 
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squared U.S. Neptune, and burst the 
illusion of wealth it had created from 
largely foreign sources. This bubble in 
the Dow began in March of 1986 when 
Uranus previously squared Neptune; the 
Dow was 1796. It corrected itself back 
to 1700-plus, when Uranus squared Nep- 
tune for the last time. Uranus produces 
euphoria and hysteria in the market 
place and corresponds with extraordinary 
rises and falls. 

Recovery did’ not begin until Decem- 
ber when Saturn squared the U.S. Nep- 
tune. By that time, we had wrung out the 
excesses created by foreign investors 
giving us back our own inflation. Only 
then could we begin to recover. 

Saturn, by itself, does not create 
falls. It creates adjustments to real- 
ity, which may go up or down. In prac- 
tice, Saturn often rises and falls. 
Uranus goes opposite to Saturn, but 
other factors often have a stronger 
influence. Both turn the market in a new 
direction. 

The long Bull Market, the low point 
from which the yearly highs would always 
be 1,000 or above, began on 21st April 
1980. Transiting Saturn was conjunct 
natal Neptune, transiting Neptune was 
square. One phase of inflation was about 
to end--the one characterized, but not 
caused, by the oil crisis. (OPEC could- 
n't have raised prices if we hadn't had 
so much money floating around.) Another 
was about to begin. Inflation started to 
shift from the consumer table to the 
speculating boards: metals, real estate, 
equities. 

The market rises slow and falls 
fast. The recent rise in the Dow Jones 
was over seven years in the making. The 
drop took two months. Two months later 
in December the Bear went back to sleep, 
when the Dow jostled 1700 for the last 
time. While we like to think that the 
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Thirties were an extended Bear Market, 
the giant slide from the peak of '29 to 
the bottom of '32 took under three 
years. Although restoration of the '29 
high took 24 years, the previous stable 
level of 100 was achieved by 1933 or 
four years after the market had outrun 
itself. 

In the Twenties, the major Bull 
began on 24th August 1921, just after 
Saturn contacted the U.S. natal Neptune, 
when Jupiter was conjunct, and just 
prior to the Jupiter-Saturn mundane 
conjunction. The Twenties Crash occurred 
28th October 1929, just eight years 
later. The actual slide started 3rd 
September 1929 with Saturn just past the 
square of natal Neptune. The drop con- 
tinued even lower through 3rd November, 
the point where Saturn squared the les- 
ser mutation. The market made a rapid, 
though not full, recovery in 1930. No 
aspect to Neptune occurred at this time, 
indicating no change in our inflation- 
ary-deflationary policies, and no shake- 
out of the downward momentum, 

While the timing of the great Bull 
surges of the 1980s very closely paral- 
lels that of the 1920s, there are sig- 
nificant differences. Saturn on the 
Neptune in the earlier period marked a 
change in government policy. The govern- 
ment began to retire the Federal Debt 
and stopped inflating the currency. Not 
only were there no budget deficits, by 
1929 a third of the debt itself had been 
retired. Nevertheless, the result of the 
previous inflation continued to flow 
through the economy, represented by 
Uranus in Pisces opposite Neptune. The 
flow was into the equities markets. 
Money lent previously (WWI inflation) 
was repaid by our allies and other fo- 
reign debtors. When this money was pull- 
ed out because of bankruptcies and de- 
faults (our foreign money dried up in 


the recent debacle, too) the stock mar- 
ket was rising largely on its own momen- 
tum and whatever inflated cash was still 
on hand. When Saturn squared the Neptune 
again in late 1928, the inflationary 
flow ceased. Think of the situation as 
two crossing waves. Because it takes 
seven to nine years for money to flow 
through all the markets or to be with- 
drawn from all the markets, the dollar 
inflation was just reaching the stock 
market when the process of deflation 
began to filter through the economy. 
It's as if someone put a dollar in your 
hand but didn't let go. As soon as you 
took out a loan on it, he yanked it 
back. 

No one has a hand on the inflation- 
ary buck today. Although Neptune has 
moved from its angular position in Sag- 
ittarius, it is now bouncing merrily 
through our second house. We like to 
think that we have no inflation. In 
fact, inflation has simply moved out of 
the consumer market and into the finan- 
cial markets. Inflation may be more 
obvious in the consumer sector, but 
we've been exporting our inflation for 
years, the very sanguine side of our 
trade deficits. 

The most recent transiting Saturn 
square Neptune coincided with the for- 
eign, especially Japanese, pullout from 
our stock market and the declining dol- 
lar. Paper value valiantly tried to 
adjust to gold value and other highly 
inflated currencies. The price of gold 
has stabilized since its grand gallop of 
last year, indicating that we can main- 
tain current price levels if the money 
supply is kept stable. Of course, it 
won't be. So let's go to history. 

The large economic cycles are indi- 
cated by the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction 
and its progress through the modes. The 
twenty years initiated by the conjunc- 


tion in Capricorn are a time of building 
and adjustment. Although the attitude is 
very pragmatic and cautious, there is an 
irresistible urge to tinker, the urge 
towards government involvement and gov- 
ernment debt. The results can be disas- 
trous as they were in the "Hungry For- 
ties" (1840s), or semi-disastrous during 
the Guns and Butter years of the Ken- 
nedy-Johnson administration, where we 
gave up our real connections to gold and 
silver and eventually devalued our cur- 
rency, when Nixon took over. The market 
tends to stagnate during this period: 
from 1910 to 1920 the Dow couldn't break 
100, from 1960 to 1980 it couldn't break 
1,000. Though an adjustment occurs mid- 
way, which can mean a downturn, it is 
manageable. In the Fifties the Dow ra- 
ther easily adjusted to the new money 
levels of Keynesian economics. 

Just before Capricorn is the Jupi- 
ter-Saturn in Taurus period. Character- 
ized by extreme caution and common 
sense, the market grows slowly and 
steadily. Form 1940 to 1960 the Dow 
successfully adjusted to the slowly 
increasing money supply, with only a 
minor downturn in the fifties. Not only 
was the 1929-Crash high met and passed, 
this period moved us into a Dow that has 
maintained a consistent ten-times multi- 
ple of its sister period sixty years 
before. Although the adjustment in the 
1890s was not quite as successful, we 
still call them the Gay Nineties. 

The poor old Capricorn period just 
doesn't understand why it doesn't con- 
tinue to grow. Stability gets confused 
with stagnation, and the goat can't 
refrain from giving the economy a push. 

The apparently successful Taurus 
inflation and growth lends itself to 
more inflation without growth under 
Capricorn, and rampant inflation in the 
first part of the Virgo cycle, with a 
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blow-off half way through. 

When Saturn squared the Virgo Sat- 
urn-Jupiter of 1920 the market and the 
economy crashed. Our last Jupiter-Saturn 
conjunction occurred at approximately 
five degrees of Libra in July of 1981, 
the beginning of the present world econ- 
omic cycle. Saturn squares the Saturn- 
Jupiter of 1981 in December of 1988. The 
first Jupiter-Saturn conjunction in 
Libra was at eight degrees in 1980. We 
get the full brunt of that in the Fall 
of 1989, when we have not only Saturn 
squaring that place, but a Saturn-Jupi- 
ter opposition with Mars square both. 
Either could indicate a severe economic 
adjustment, but the more serious would 
seem to be in 1989, because Saturn is 
into our second house by then. 

The disturbing differences are the 
different sign and element. This pres- 
ages not only a major economic upheaval, 
but a whole new system of money and 
trade that will replace our capitalist- 
materialist system with the coming Air 
Mutation. 

The above suggests that October 
1987 is not an analog of 1929. First, 
1929 had no Neptune activity, no adjust- 
ment of the inflationary flow: 1929 was 
a part of the larger economic cycle, an 
international event; 1987 was an adjust- 
ment to U.S. inflation. Even though 1987 
had worldwide ramifications because our 
money is so dominant in international 
markets, the phenomenon was essentially 
national. 

Late 1928 saw a 40-point drop in 
the Dow (400 in today's dollars) when 
Saturn squared Neptune, just as the Dow 
was trying to break 300. While we didn't 
quite make it to 3,000 last time around, 
we were nudging it when we had to fall 
back. In other words, the analog appears 
to be that of the last correction in 
1928, just before the final lunge and 
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plunge. 

Because of the uneven interplay of 
planets, our recent correction also 
parallels the price movements of 1927. 
Thought we had caught up with Jupiter 
price levels, we had far outrun the 
predictable levels of Saturn. By January 
the market had corrected itself back to 
a parallel of the Twenties' flow. The 
Dow at the beginning of 1928 was 200. 
The Dow at the beginning of 1988 was 
2,000. 

Let's go back to an earlier period. 
The Crash of 1869, associated with 
Gould's attempts to corner the market on 
gold, had closer parallels to October 
1987. Its Saturn in mid-Sagittarius (our 
position at the start of the decline in 
August) was followed by the transits of 
Jupiter in Taurus and Gemini. Stock 
prices rose through this period until 
1873, when the banks finally failed. 
Though the federal debt was shrinking, 
as it had in the Twenties, it had main- 
tained its Civil War highs well into the 
Sixties. The deflation schedule began 
much later than that of the Twenties. 
Ours hasn't begun at all. 

Because the monumental rises of the 
Twenties occurred with Jupiter in Taurus 
and Gemini, and because we continue many 
of the patterns of 120 years before, our 
dizzying rise could be yet to come: 

One, we have pulled no money out of 
the economy. There is plenty to fuel the 
rise once confidence is restored. 

Second, our federal debt if 100 
times what it was in the Twenties. Mas- 
sive defaults won't immediately effect a 
ten times rise in prices. In the Twen- 
ties, when the Dow was reaching for ten 
times the price levels of sixty years 
before, the debt was only ten times that 
of the previous period. The combination 
of debt retirement and massive defaults 
had nowhere to take the Dow but down. 


The adjustment attempted in the Twenties 
was successfully accomplished during the 
1950s, when the federal debt was 100 
times the 1860s'. 

In the real world there is enough 
money to sustain a 1920s-style rise in 
stock market prices. The excesses were 
wrung out last October. Since the 1928 
drop to 200 with Saturn square Neptune 
represents the recovery level in 1930, 
we can assume that 1700 is the "safe" or 
recovery level of the coming interna- 
tional adjustment. 

What we did not have in the Twen- 
ties and Thirties that we have today is 
Neptune in the second house. It is high- 
ly unlikely that we will seriously curb 
inflating our currency. We may get to 
the point where we balance our budget 
for a couple of years with Saturn in the 
IInd, but the corresponding downturn is 
likely to start a new cycle of infla- 
tion, when Jupiter transits the U.S. 
Neptune shortly after. It did the same 
in the Thirties. After the initial de- 
flation and depression, we could be in 
danger of runaway inflation. One doesn't 
even want to think ‘about Pluto's transit 
of the U.S. Ascendant in the last half 
of the 1990s. 

Although the October crash may bea 
preview of future economic debilities, 
it does not parallel the 1929 worldwide 
economic upheaval. Nor have recent move- 
ments mirrored the sharp adjustment 
upwards of 1930. We are oozing along 
like 1928. 

Though we are following the same 
spread of money through the economy, at 
roughly the same speed: consumer infla- 
tion to real estate inflation to equi- 
ties market inflation, we are not doing 
it with a declining federal debt. The 
Jupiter-Saturn conjunction which began 
this economic cycle had no effect on 
Neptune and, therefore, no effect on 


inflation and budget deficits or the 
federal debt. (Because it was square the 
Jupiter, Venus, Sun area, it forecasts 
the much more serious problem of a de- 
cline in our basic stores of value.) 
Despite all the furor about the trade 
deficit, if we did not have the trade 
deficit we would be even closer to run- 
away inflation than we already are. With 
the lowest unemployment in fourteen 
years we can hardly blame the trade 
deficit for essentially domestic prob- 
lems. 

Because astrological symbols have a 
flexibility of interpretation that makes 
forecasting difficult, we need to watch 
closely the decisions that are made by 
our leaders. 

1. The passage of a tariff law that 
cuts down on imports will not only keep 
money in the U.S., it will either fuel 
the Dow or produce consumer inflation or 
both, not create more jobs. 

2. The banks are already starting 
to write off massive amounts of third 
world debt, one of the reasons for the 
stall in the Dow. More major defaults 
and bankruptcies are likely when Saturn 
squares the mutation Jupiter-Saturn. 
Watch bank failures, markets, and gov- 
ernment policy to determine the meanings 
of what's up ahead. 

3. When the debt goes over two and 
a half trillion start biting your nails. 
Ditto, if the government doesn't balance 
the budget by the time Jupiter in Gemini 
squares the U.S. Neptune. 

4. If the government tries to spend 
us out of this economic adjustment, head 
for the hills, unless you've always 
dreamt of living in Germany in the Thir- 
ties. Either we'll be goose-stepping or 
fighting marauders from our bunkers. 

The worst of our potential is run- 
away inflation concurrent with war or 
civil upheaval. The best of our poten- 
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tial is a safe adjustment to the 1,500 
to 3,000 level. (In stable times the 
market tends to double and fall by half) 
This will be accomplished by balancing 
the budget and holding the federal debt 
steady through the Saturn and Uranus 
transit of the IInd house. In 1991 or 
1992 the Jupiter transit of Virgo should 
mark the bottom of, and the upward turn 
in, the economy itself. 

The best we can expect in the early 
Nineties is Fifties-style "stagflation", 
rising prices coupled with losses in 
purchasing power. Pluto on our Ascendant 
would then indicate increasing govern- 
ment control and repressive taxation to 
take care of the mess currency debase- 
ment produced. 

Mercantilism was the economic sys- 
tem of the Fire trigon, which was super- 
seded by capitalism of the Earth. The 
last Air trigon saw the development of 
guilds. Since the Air mutation starts 
with Aquarius, we can look forward to 
increasing institutional control over 
our finances, perhaps Tito-style social- 
ism, benign fascism, a big brother com- 
puterized system of credit and debit. We 
could also see the rise of corporate 
states, a kind of worker capitalism, or 
a commune-dominant system of production 
and control. 

This first mutation in Air signals 
the breakdown of capitalism. Keep your 
eyes on the Nineties for a peek at the 
Aquarian Age.

(A SPECULATIVE CHART)

TO CAST A birth chart without a known 
birth time is a difficult, seemingly 
impossible, task. In this article, I 
present an easy method that can be used 
to secure a reliable time for those 
cases where only the date of birth is 
available. 

For people born on the same day, it 
is the degrees on the angles and, to a 
lesser extent, the position of the Moon 
that distinguish one chart from another. 
Trying to locate the Ascendant is like 
searching for needles in a haystack. 
Instead, we should focus our attention 
on the position of the Moon. 

In their Primer of Sidereal Astro- 
logy [*1], Cyril Fagan and Brigadier Roy 
Firebrace observed that when Saturn 
transited in aspect to natal Moon: 
"Under this transit, not a few of the 
mighty fall from power... These are 
extreme cases such as happened with 
Napoleon after the retreat from Moscow 
and Hitler in the bunker in Berlin". In 
Adolf Hitler's final days, transit Sat- 
urn opposed his natal Moon. Similarly, 
Mohandes Gandhi died with transiting 
Saturn conjoining his natal Moon.

We may conclude that transiting 
planets conjunct or opposition natal 
Moon play an important part in affecting 
man's destiny; this is because the Moon, 
due to its relatively fast movement, is 
a highly personal point. Had we not 
known the birth time of Hitler or Gan- 
dhi, it would be possible to find the 
natal Moon's position by checking to see 
if, at the time of major events, it was 
being aspected by the conjunction or 
opposition of one of the transiting 
planets. Once the Moon's position is 
known, the exact time of birth can be 
easily calculated. 


The birth chart of Mikhail Gorba- 
chev is too important to be ignored, 
even though his time of birth is una- 
vailable. We do know that "Mikhail Ser- 
geyevich Gorbachev was born on March 2, 
1931, in the village of Privolnoye, 
Krasnogvardeiskoye District, Stavropol 
Territory, into the family of a peas- 
ant." [*2] 

To discover the time of birth, the 
first step is to look at the transits at 
a significant time of his life: becoming 
the new ruler of the Soviet Union on 
llth March 1985. On his birthday the 
Moon was between 4 and 19° of Leo. Dur- 
ing mid-March 1985, transit Jupiter 
lingered at the seventh degree of Aqua- 
rius, possibly opposing natal Moon. If 
we assume natal Moon was around 7° Leo, 
we have 2:00 UT as the starting point 
for our rectification. 

From several news magazines I gath- 
ered the dates or the months of ten 
important events in the life for use in 
rectification. The results are very 
Satisfactory, as can be seen in the 
following list of Topocentric primary 
directions:

The rectified radix of Gorbachev is 
shown at Fig. 1. 
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A precessed Lunar return based on 
this radix for his elevation to General 
Secretary, is shown in Fig. 2. Jupiter 
and the Moon, straddling the horizon and 
square Pluto, symbolize his succession 
as the new leader after the death of 
Chernenko, with world spotlight focused 
on him. The return's Midheaven, 14°13" 
Aries, is conjunct natal Uranus. The 
preceding Full Moon, on 7th March 1985, 
was at the antiscion of his natal Uranus 
(orb 7') and in semi-sextile to natal 
Node (orb 1'). This clearly indicates 
the suddenness of the event.

This speculative chart of Gorbachev 
is indeed impressive. Mercury in the 
first house semi-square Uranus explains 
why he is a master of oratory, sharp and 
brisk-mannered. The champion of "Glas- 
nost" (openness) also has the Sun in the 
first house trine Jupiter (orb 4') and 
semi-square Venus. The planets are clus- 
tered in a see-saw formation, half in 
the east and half in the west, which 
suggests that he musters the forces of 
Mercury, Venus, Uranus, Saturn and the 
Sun to oppose his western opponents. 
Mars, while in the VIth house by long- 
itude, is just setting and still 7 arc 
minutes above the horizon. This may 
explain the presence of the birth mark 
on his forehead. He is vigorous and 
energetic; if provoked his temper 
flares up. Here is a man who strongly 
displays character traits of a Mars and 
Jupiter nature. 

This is the first chart of Gorba- 
chev we can work with, and time will 
tell if it is verified by enabling us to 
predict his future destiny successfully.

AN ALTERNATIVE GORBACHEV CHART

CHENG~YI HUANG 's article demonstrates an 
excellent approach to the problem of 
where to begin if there is no hint of 
the time of day when a person was born. 

I had previously attempted a rec- 
tification of the Gorbachev horoscope 
using a different method and had obtain- 
ed an earlier time for his birth. As 
further events occur I will be comparing 


this new chart by Chengi-yi Huang with 
mine to see which, if either, is the 
more appropriate. 

As the approach taken for my rec- 
tification is different, I will explain 
what I did. 

My starting point was to note that 
on Monday, 2nd March 1931, Gorbachev's 
birthday, two aspects became exact, both 
trines: one from the Sun to Jupiter, the 
other by the Moon to Uranus. Both of 
these could be appropriate indicators 
for a man born into a peasant family who 
has risen to attain such great power. 
Could either of these aspects have be- 
come exact, by primary direction, when 
he was elected General Secretary of the 
Communist Party on 11th March 1985? 

As I preferred the Sun-trine- 
Jupiter aspect I started with this. 

The aspect was exact at 01:07 UT 
with RAMC = 217:08 at 45N51 41E31, his 
birthplace. Using the Naibod arc appro- 
priate to his age on 11th March 1985, I 
then moved this RAMC both forward and 
backwards by 53°15', to obtain RAMCs of 
163:53 and 270:23, which relate to 
alternative birth times of 00:35 and 
07:39 UT, respectively. 

The chart for the earlier of these 
times, 00:35 AM UT (03:35 LT) seems to 
be correct in all respects. It is shown 
at Fig 3., with the progressed and con- 
verse secondaries for his election to 
General Secretary listed below. The 
secondary angles listed use the Naibod 
arc. 

The more obvious progressed aspects 
to natal positions are: AS-180-JP (15'),

Pluto, but the converse MC calculated 
for Moscow is 15CN26, the place of the 
converse Sun and exactly conjunct con- 
verse Jupiter. These aspects involving 
the Sun and Jupiter are particularly 
appropriate given that the natal Sun- 
Jupiter trine is now exact by true prim- 
ary direction.

This brief article was complete and 
locked-in when we received the May 1988 
issue of Heliogram in which T. Patrick 
Davis proposes yet another time for the 
Gorbachev birth: 07:52 UT with an MC of 
16AQ12 and 15GM22 rising. The Moon is 
shown at 10LE47 exactly quincunx the Sun 
at 10PS47. So here we have a third can- 
didate. 

Readers may wish to compare the 
three candidate charts, particularly 
their Moon and angles, against the plan- 
ets on 5th January 1932, which is the 
day Raisa Gorbachev was born (source: 
Star magazine, 7th June 1988 via Edith 
Custer). 

We plan to observe if any event 
occurs that confirms one of these three 
Speculative times. It goes without say- 
ing, none may be correct.

PRINCE CHARLES* SKI ACCIDENT 


ALEXANDER MARR 


ANALYSIS of over sixty rectified horo- 
scopes [*1] has shown the Zodiacal posi- 
tion of the Ascendant or Descendant at 
birth to be always almost the same as 
the position of the Moon in the Prenatal 
Epoch. 


Prince Charles of Britain: 

Radix: 21:13:37 UT, 14th November 1948, 
London. (Fig. A) 

Epoch: 18:35:34 UT, 22nd February 1948, 
London. (Fig. B) 

Ascendant radix: 5° 21.5' Leo 

Moon epoch: 5° 20.6' Leo. 


The validity of this relationship 
can be verified by primary and secondary 
directions from such epochs, which must 
be rectified independently of and under 
the same conditions as the radix, and 
which give impressive results. Here it 
must be emphasized that such results, 
requiring the use of small orbs and 
taking into account the correct astro- 
logical symbolism, only occur if the 
chart that is directed was calculated 
for a time very close to that of concep- 
tion. This is true for the epoch chart 
in just the same way as it is for the 
natal. 

A further proof, which occurs with 
overwhelming odds against coincidence, 
is that in most cases planets in the 
radix and the epoch have very similar 
Oblique Meridian Distances (MDOs) in the 
Topocentric system. For Prince Charles 
we have the following: 


chart planet MDO quadrant 
natal Jupiter 56:54:31 III 
epoch Saturn 56:46:49 & 
natal Uranus 56:43:16 I 
natal Mars 49:14:35 III 
epoch Pluto 49:14:00 I 


(Saturn-e is conjunct Uranus-n, Pluto-e 
opposes Mars-n) 

Needless to say, such congruent MDO 
positions do not occur accidentally. The 
odds against chance for the Saturn-Uran- 
us conjunction with an orb of 3'33" are 
thirty to one; for the Mars-Pluto oppo- 
sition with a 35" orb the odds are 150 
to 1. To fully appreciate the tightness 
of these orbs, the reader should relate 
transits to his or her own natal chart 
for the moment when known, important 
events occurred. It will be very rare 
for transiting bodies to so closely 
conjunct or oppose a natal body at such 
times. 

On 10th March 1988 Prince Charles 
was involved in an accident, from which, 
although unhurt physically, he experi- 
enced very deep psychological pain. 

"The British successor to the 
throne, Prince Charles, had a nar- 
row escape when an avalanche came 
down the mountain and buried Mrs. 
Palmer Tomkinson and Prince 
Charles' friend, Major Hugh Lind- 
say. The latter died on his way to 
hospital. The Prince, as he con- 
fessed, had good reasons to feel 
guilty for this accident: it was he 
who had proposed that the group 
take a path, said to be dangerous, 
which diverged from the normal 
one."

1. ASC-p conjunct Saturn-n [*2] (orb 8') 
= Depression, mourning, feelings of 
guilt. This is a progressed aspect that 
could reflect future events, due to its 
duration until July, 1988. 

2. Mars-re conjunct Sun-n (1'), and sim- 
ultaneously Mars-re opposite XI-n (10'). 
This is the true direction of the vio- 
lent death of a friend for Mars is con- 
junct the Sun and the Vth cusp (opposing 
XIth, the house of friends). The con- 
junction occurs in the tropical sign

Scorpio, which traditionally symbolizes 
death, besides other things. However, 
such symbolism of the Zodiacal signs is 
not at all reliable and should not be 
used in predictive astrology. On the 
other hand, as we will also observe in 
the other charts used in this analysis, 
this regressed Mars-Sun conjunction does 
symbolize the Prince's foolhardiness 
during this period. 


TRANSITS (Fig. 4) 


3. Jupiter, on MC, conjunct Moon-n (1'), 
4. Uranus sextile Moon-n (21'), 
Jupiter-Uranus-Moon = Lucky escape. 

This almost exact conjunction of 
transiting Jupiter with the radical Moon 
is one of countless examples that all 
astrological phenomena, when related to 
the natal chart, should be measured in 
the tropical Zodiac. 
5. Sun-135-ASC-n (9°) 
6. Saturn 1CP45 and Uranus OCP46. Both 
planets tend to have something to do 
with the natal Jupiter-Uranus opposi- 
tion, which can be said to symbolize "a 
lucky escape", amongst other things. The 
connection comes via the antiscions: 

Saturn antiscion = 28SG15 

Uranus antiscion = 29SG14 

Jupiter natal = 298653 

Uranus natal = 29GM56 
Antiscions [*3] are the reverse posi- 
tions of planets in both halves of the 
Zodiac (0-180 and 180-360). For planets 
in Aries to Virgo inclusive, the antis- 
cions are obtained by subtracting the 
ecliptical position of the planet from 
180°; for planets in Libra to Pisces, 
the position is subtracted from 540°. 
Needless to say, antiscions operate only 
in conjunction and, unless they appear 
with an appropriate natal position such 
as the close Jupiter-Uranus opposition, 
and preferably with a transiting

conjunction such as occurred here, they 
may be ignored. 

The same applies for transiting 
midpoint combinations, which can be very 
useful when one or a few days are being 
analyzed. The writer has frequently used 
both common transits and prenatal tran- 
sits, with midpoints, to find favorable 
days, especially for clients wishing to 
pass driving tests. In all of those 
cases where the writer's advice was 
taken the candidates were successful on 
the one special day. Others (especially 
the impatient ones), who disregarded the 
advice, failed; sometimes repeatedly. 
The main rules for analyzing midpoints 
are: (a) concentrate on those which have 
common characteristics, and (b) use only 
the ones with the smallest orbs as their

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effect diminishes rapidly as the orb 
increases. For the Prince Charles ski 
accident, the common transits at the 
time of the event do not contain any 
remarkable midpoints, but there are 
several for the prenatal transits.

11. UR-90-MA/PL-n (4') =a catastrophe, 
casualties. 

The experienced reader will agree 
that in all events characteristic mid- 
points appear without a noticeable in- 
terference of negligible ones. 


CYCLIC CHARTS 


The most appropriate cyclic charts 
for analyzing or predicting events are 
cycles of short duration, preferably 
precessional lunar returns and preces- 
sional secondary lunar returns, the 
latter being based on the progressed and 
regressed Moon. Sidereal solar cyclic 
charts are also very effective, these 
are best when based near to the event. 

For this event we have two impres- 
sive Quarterly Sidereal Solars, these 
have been calculated for London with the 
Sun square its natal position. 

The Quarterly Precessional Solar 
for 12th February 1988 is shown at Fig. 
1. This chart, which is dominated by the 
two angular fiery bodies, Sun and Mars, 
clearly symbolizes the extreme foolhar- 
diness of Prince Charles in persuading 
his companions to take a dangerous route 
about which he had been previously warn- 
ed. The Sun close to the MC with three

bodies, Mars, Saturn and Uranus, close 
to the Descendant symbolizes the acci- 
dent to his partners and the casualties. 

For Klostern, RAMC = 327°12' 

Sun RA = 325°19! 

Moon setting + 90 = 326°15' 

Saturn setting + 90 = 333951" 
Uranus setting + 90 = 332°04' 

Saturn and Uranus are paran in the 
VIIth house near the Descendant (part- 
ners). A paran, from the greek "parana- 
tellonta", is a mundane aspect of two or 
more planets. Mundane conjunctions, 
oppositions and squares are valid but 
only if, as here, the bodies ere close 
to the angles. Parans in those cyclic 
charts which are generated by moving the 
angles of the horoscope, as well as 
parans distant from the angles, should 
be ignored. 


The equivalent Quarterly Prenatal 
Solar (not shown here) for 09:10:40 UT 
on 16th August 1909 has Mars closely 
setting and a Uranus-Neptune opposition 
at MC-IC.

The Secondary Prenatal Lunar return 
for 03:16:51 UT on 28th July 1909 at 
Klostern is shown at Fig. 3. Mars and 
Mercury close to the angles, with Uranus 
stil angular, is a typical combination 
for an accident. Saturn elevated in the 
Xth underlines the psychological condi- 
tion = depression, mourning. Because of 
the position of Uranus close to the 
Descendant (partners), we can in retro- 
spect interpret this return as: injuries 
and/or casualties among partners. 

Uranus paran Neptune (VI to XII).

The Precessional Solar Return of 
15th November 1987, for 21:18:22 UT (not 
illustrated) has Mars on the IC. 

Its prenatal complement, 21:13:37 
UT on 14th November 1909, has Saturn on 
the MC and Jupiter on the IC. 

The examples given above clearly 
show that major events are almost always 
reflected in charts generated by an 
astronomically-correct astrological 
system. 

The precessional cycles used are 
based on Cyril Fagan's findings. Addi- 
tionally, the Topocentric system of A. 
P. Nelson Page and Vendel Polich has 
enabled the writer to develop direction- 
al systems which, by the accumulation of 
Many exact indications over short time 
periods, make prediction much more cer- 
tain.

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EBENEZER SIBLY PREDICTS 


A HANGING 


EBENEZER SIBLY 's1130-page master work 
An Illustration of Astrology [*1] was 
first published at the end of the 18th 
century. We recently obtained a facsim- 
ile and recommend it as a refreshing 
antidote to much that is published nowa- 
days. In the third volume there is a 
fascinating series of brief analyses of 
the horoscopes of famous and infamous 
characters, which, to our delight, the 
good doctor calls "Considerations". The 
following example, which we reproduce in 
full is entitled [*2]: 


CONSIDERATIONS 
ON THE NATIVITY OF 
JOHN COLLONS 


I am induced to give the foregoing horo- 
scope (Fig. 1) a place in my work, as a 
remarkable example of the influence of 
the stars upon a malefactor, whose 
crimes exposed him to the forfeiture of 
his liberty and life, by the iron hand 
of the law. 

This unfortunate man resided in 
Bristol. He contracted an intimacy with 
a female, and lived with her in the 
closest habits of the sexes, until they 
had several children. At length disa- 
greement arose, in consequence of his 
refusing to marry her, and a violent 
quarrel separated them. The woman imme- 
diately attached herself to another man, 
to whom she was shortly after married, 
totally forsaking her former connection. 
The native, enraged at this circum- 
stance, took frequent opportunities of

way-laying and remonstrating with her; 
of claiming a prior right to her person, 
and of insisting on having familiarity 
and contact with her, whenever he pleas- 
ed; but she rejected him with contempt 
and threatened prosecution whenever he 
attempted to force her. 

Hurt at this repulse, and exasper- 
ated at the indifference with which he 
was treated, he took an opportunity of 
watching the husband from his bed, who, 
being a labouring man, went early to his 
work; upon which the native made his way 
into the house, went up stairs, and 
found the wife in bed. Demanding famili- 
arity with her, he was refused, with 
severe reflections on the method he had 
taken to get into her bedchamber. He 
then drew his knife, and with a degree 
of inhuman barbarity better conceived 
than expressed, he threw himself upon 
the bed, and cut her throat from ear to 
ear. 

The alarm was soon given, and the 
cry of innocent blood became general. 
The culprit was seized, examined, and 
committed to Newgate for trial. He there 
affected to shew marks of insanity, and 
for some considerable time before the 
assizes was generally believed to have

perpetrated the bloody act in a paroxysm 
of madness, which was now become visible 
in all his words and actions. His 
friends availed themselves of this cir- 
cumstance to palliate his guilt, when it 
was generally believed that he would be 
acquitted. Different parties, however, 
had taken up the matter on different 
grounds; and it was at last agreed, by 
some gentlemen of respectability in 
Bristol, that I should be requested to 
inspect his nativity, and to give my 
judgment whether he could be found guil- 
ty or acquitted. I readily accompanied 
the gentlemen to Newgate, and obtained 
the estimate time of the prisoner's 
birth, which I rectified and found the 
significators of his nativity disposed 
as in the foregoing horoscopical figure, 
which I thus explained. 

Mercury being lord of the ascend- 
ant, irradiated by a malefic quartile 
aspect of the planet Mars, and afflicted 
by an opposition with Jupiter, declares 
that the native shall be involved in an 
abyss of troubles and afflictions, even 
to the hazard of his life. As to temper 
and propensity of the will, he is rash, 
violent, and arbitrary; unstable in his 
pursuits, and usually disappointed in 
his expectations. This is denoted by 
the opposition of Jupiter to Mercury; 
but the quartile of Mercury with Mars, 
particularly when Mercury is constituted 
principal significator, hath implication 
of high crimes and misdemeanors, and 
usually produces violent contention, 
assassination, murder, rapine, robbery, 
and bloodshed. 

Upon a further inspection of the 
figure, we find a baneful quartile as- 
pect of Mars and Jupiter, with a mis- 
chievous opposition of Saturn and Mars. 
To the first of these we are to attri- 
bute the dissolute manners of the native 
since it influenced the mind to those 
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immoral habits, which eventually lead to 
perfidiousness and treachery, whilst the 
second configuration not only confirms 
these vices, but shews that they will be 
the means of his death. Here is unques- 
tionably a favourable trine of the Sun 
and Saturn; but no good can result from 
it, because the Sun is the lord of the 
twelfth house, posited in the tenth, out 
of all his essential dignities; at the 
same time that Saturn is lord of the 
sixth, located therein, and both the 
significators are under the dominion of 
the evil genii, vitiating the mind and 
affections of the native, and tending to 
an ignominious and premature end. 

At the time the unhappy native was 
prompted to commit this barbarous act 
the Moon came to an opposition of Mars 
by direct direction, while she occupied 
the cusp of the seventh house, which 
represents the unfortunate woman; and 
the quartile of Jupiter, lord of the 
fourth, with Mercury lord of the ascend- 
ant, hath designation of the native, and 
points out the fatal connection betwixt 
them. 

Having considered so much of the 
horoscope, it was my next care to ascer- 
tain the hylegical and anaretical stars, 
and the particular influx flowing from 
them. The Sun I find to be giver of 
life, posited in the tenth house, the 
house of justice; Mercury the lord of 
the ascendant, being in Gemini, an airy 
sign, and the Moon likewise in an airy 
sign, shew the manner of the native's 
death, that he would die suspended in 
the air, while the opposition of four 
planets in the radix, and the mundane 
quartile of the Sun and Mars, from the 
tenth, the house of justice, shew the 
quality of it, namely, that it should be 
in due course of law, by the hands of 
the common hangman, and not by suicide. 

The significators of justice like- 
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wise, considered judicially from their 
respective positions in relation to each 
other, give no prospect whatever of 
favour from the judge, nor of any effec- 
tual interposition after conviction; so 
that I made no scruple to affirm, that, 
notwithstanding the hopes that had been 
formed of saving the native's life by 
pleading his insanity, and the number of 
persons who appeared anxious to serve 
him, yet all their endeavours would 
prove abortive, since he would certainly 
be found guilty, and suffer the sentence 
of the law in consequence. 

It would be needless here to re- 
late, how much this prediction was ridi- 
culed by all degrees of people in Bris- 
tol; or with what contempt my opinion 
was treated by most of the poor man's 
friends. And it was with some difficulty 
I could pass without insult. I was de- 
termined, however, to place my judgment 
in a more striking point of view. The 
assizes were not fixed, nor could any 
person undertake to say when they would 
be, much less ascertain the day of the 
native's trial. I therefore brought up 
the direction of death, with great nice- 
ty and precision, and found he would be 
plunged into eternity when the Sun came 
to the anaretical point in the midheav- 
en, and met the noxious beams of the 
Moon and Mars in opposition, which, thus 
constituted, is ever productive of a 
violent death. Those who will take the 
pains to equate this direction will find 
the content of its arc to be twenty- 
seven degrees thirty-four minutes, 
which, turned into time and reckoned 
from the hour of birth, will be found to 
come up on the eighth day of April, 
1785, and gives the space of life 
twenty-six years, nine months and some 
odd days, which exactly answered the 
native's age. I then publicly declared, 
notwithstanding the popular clamour was 


so much against me, that the prisoner 
would suffer on the above day; and, as 
the assizes were not fixed, no one could 
charge me with having drawn my conclu- 
sions from the probable event of the day 
of trial. 

When the solemn hour arrived, every 
one appeared anxiously interested in the 
event; and the utmost exertions were 
used to save the unfortunate prisoner 
from the fate impending over him--but in 
vain! After a long and indulgent trial, 
the jury pronounced him guilty, and he 
suffered the law, as thousands can tes- 
tify, on the very day I had predicted. 

And here let me just remark, that 
this geniture not only points out, by 
the constitution of the Moon and Mercury 
in airy signs, that the native would be 
hanged; but Mars being in quartile to 
the Sun, who is giver of life, and upon 
his ascendant, describes the circumstan- 
ces of his dissection. 


Commentary 


Although Sibly wrote the above a few 
years after the 1781 discovery of Uran- 
us, he omits any reference to it here. 
At Collon's birth Uranus was in the 28th 
degree of Pisces, positioned in his 
ViIth house, semisquare the Moon. The 
other two later-discovered planets, 
Neptune and Pluto, are in the XIIth and 
IvVth houses respectively. Neptune, in 
the 14th degree of Leo, closely opposes 
the Moon, orb 34', is trine Jupiter, 
57', and sextiles Mercury, 8'. Pluto in 
the 22nd degree of Sagittarius, is wide- 
ly conjunct Jupiter. 

To find the time of death, Sibly 
says he directed the Sun to the MC and 
found the are of direction to be 27°34", 
which he then equated to 26 years 9 


months and "some odd days". He has found 
the difference between the Sun's right 
ascension and the RAMC and equated the 
Sun's birthday motion in RA toa year. 


Sun RA 92:52 
RAMC 65:18 
Difference 27:34 = arc 


(By our calculation, the Sun's converse 
secondary motion in RA between birth and 
death was 27939') 


Birthday Solar arc in RA = 1:01:50 
27:34/1:01:50 = 26.75 years 


At first sight it may appear that 
Sibly simply progressed the MC to Col- 
lon's natal Sun. However, Sibly goes on 
to say that the Sun now "met the noxious 
beams of the Moon and Mars in opposi- 
tion", meaning that it is the Sun which 
has been directed up to the MC, where it 
is in mundane square to the Mars-Moon 
opposition on the natal horizon. The 
distinction is not trivial. 

Sibly also mentions a second direc- 
tion: the Moon's opposition of Mars 
across the horizon, which he says was 
exact at the time of the murder. He 
calculated the Moon at 14°00! Aquarius 
and Mars at 11°11! Virgo, with 26°11' 
separating them from their opposition. 
The degree-for-a-year measure is obvi- 
ously effective here, but is this what 
Sibley would have used? 

In considering this question, we 
realized that the published horoscope 
for 10:08 local apparent time, with RAMC 
= 65918', MC = 7°09' Gemini and Asc = 
11°12' virgo, is in error. It would be 
correct had Collons been born in south- 
west France, close to Penne-D "Agenais at 
44N25 0E49. For the stated time at Bris- 
tol (51N29, 2W39) the RAMC is 61°50'. 
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Now had Collons been born in France we 
believe Sibly would have stated this. 
The correct RAMC at Bristol occurs for a 
birth time of 10:22--eight minutes be- 
fore the half hour rather than eight 
minutes after the hour.

Transits are for 10:22, the cor- 
rected birth time, on 8th April 1785 
(direct) and 9th September 1731 (con- 
verse), Bristol. The progressed angles 
are calculated with solar arc in right 
ascension. There are several close as- 
pects between the transits and the prog- 
ressed bodies. The progressed Moon is 
particularly hard hit by malefics: di- 
rect Mars transits its converse position 
and direct Saturn its progressed one. 

The converse transit map has Mars 
conjunct MC and a tight T-cross of the 
Sun-Jupiter conjunction squaring the 
Moon-Neptune opposition. The opposition 
between converse progressed Jupiter and 
direct progressed Venus occurs at the 
same degrees as the converse transit 
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Moon-Neptune opposition. In this con- 
verse diurnal chart, Yenus, which is 
square Uranus and quincunx Saturn (orb 
3"), is at the Sun-MC midpoint. 

Finally, we list below the direct 
and converse primary directions to Col- 
lons' execution using the Naibod measure 
in Topocentric according to Alexander 
Marr's methods.

SYLVIA PLATH AND SUICIDE: 


ANALYSIS OF BIRTH 
AND CONCEPTION CHARTS 


SANDRA WEIDNER 


A SYSTEMATIC analysis of Sylvia Plath's 
birth chart and conception chart can 
help us achieve a better understanding 
of that woman's life and suicide. The 
method proposed here involves sidereal 
positions and navamsas (related to the 
ninth harmonic) for both birth and con- 
ception. As will be apparent, the cal- 
culation of the conception moment is 
itself based on the ninth harmonic. 

In the first place it is necessary 
to spell out some definitions and proce- 
dures. 


How to find the conception moment 


The ninth harmonic divides the Zodiac 
into nine equal waves or segments of 40 
degrees. It is assumed that the birth 
Sun is situated 7 segments, or 280 deg- 
rees, ahead of the conception Sun. Since 
the birth moment is known beforehand, 
and since 360=280+80, it is more conve- 
nient to think of the conception (sider- 
eal) Sun as being 80 degrees ahead of 
the birth (sidereal) Sun. 

Experience suggests that sidereal, 
not tropical, charts are correct. Sider- 
eal and tropical navamsas are not iden- 
tical, leading to very divergent prog- 
ressions, and even the conception times 
are slightly different in the two sys- 
tems. 

For those who use a tropical ephem- 
eris and are unaccustomed to sidereal 
calculations, the following procedure 


can be followed to establish the moment 
of conception. 

(a) Begin with the (tropical) longitude 
of the natal Sun and reduce to a sidere- 
al longitude by subtracting the ayanamsa 
(or adding the longitude of the synetic 
vernal point). [*1] 

(b) Add 80° to the result. This is the 
sidereal longitude of the conception 
Sun. 

(c) Find the time, approximately 280 
days before birth, when the Sun's sid- 
ereal longitude has attained the value 
calculated in step (b). For most cases 
this can be done by adding two months 
and 20 days to the birthday and then 
dropping back one year. Having found 
this date, find the corresponding value 
of the ayanamsa or SVP. 

(d) Using the ayanamsa or SVP just ob- 
tained, reduce the Sun's sidereal con- 
ception longitude to a tropical longi- 
tude. 

(e) Find the exact moment when the Sun 
crossed this tropical longitude. 

These steps can be simplified in 
various ways. They are given here in 
full to ensure that the Procedure is 
well understood. 

Thus the conception chart is the 
whole sidereal chart for the moment I 
have just defined. It should be pointed 
out that astrological conception and 
Physical conception are not necessarily 
identical. Perhaps premature babies are 
conceived 6/9ths or 5/9ths of a year 
before birth, but for want of more in- 
formation I am assuming a gestation 
period equivalent to 7/9ths of a sider- 
eal year.

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The B/C chart 


With birth and conception charts, and 
with a navamsa [*2] for each, there are 
four charts. However, these combine to 
form a single chart. To work with only 
the "natural" birth chart is to play 
with only a quarter of the deck, and 
gives the incomplete results one might 
expect from using a quarter of a deck. 

In practice I place all four sets 
of positions in the same wheel, using a 
four-color key and placing the concep- 
tion navamsa Moon on the left; other 
positions are inserted accordingly. This 
is the B/C (birth-conception) chart. 

For technical reasons, however, it 
is better to publish the four component 
charts separately as in Figure 1. Here 
each chart has been oriented so that 1° 
Cancer, the approximate position of the 
conception navamsa Moon, is on the left. 

Only conjunctions, squares and op- 
positions are considered. Of particular 
importance are aspects to the Midheaven 
and Ascendant, to the Sun and Moon, and 
to the Nodes. 

The angles of the navamsas are 
excluded because a four-minute error in 
birth time can cause a nine-degree error 
on a navamsa Midheaven. 

The study of the important aspects 
is facilitated by cross diagrams, such 
as those in Fig. 2. The first cross, for 
example, shows the aspects received by 
the natal Moon, which is inserted at the 
left end of the horizontal line. This 
Moon is at 14°44' virgo. The Moon next to 
it represents the natal navamsa Moon at 
12°36' virgo. The three points at the 
top of the cross are natal Saturn at 
13°30' Gemini, conception navamsa South 
Node at 12° 0! Gemini, and conception 
navamsa Mars at 8°15' Gemini. The two 
points at the bottom of the cross are 
conception navamsa North Node at 12°0' 


Sagittarius and conception natural Mer- 
cury at 7°22' Sagittarius. Since the 
natal Moon does not happen to receive 
any oppositions, the right hand side of 
the cross is empty. 

It can be seen that all points, 
both natural-sidereal and navamsa, can 
make aspects among themselves. Orbs for 
aspects in the B/C chart are 6° if a 
Light is involved, otherwise 3°. 


Interpretation 


This system of analysis uses only hard 
aspects--the components of the "cross" 
of life. If there is an exact trine in 
the sidereal, it will produce an exact 
conjunction in the navamsa. Only in that 
sense is a trine considered valid: it is 
not read in the B/C chart as meaning 
anything. The same is true for aspects 
such as the quincunx, which if exact 
will produce an exact square in the 
navamsa (but which at a half-degree orb 
will produce an aspect of 94°30', in my 
opinion operative only if a Light is 
involved). An exact sextile will produce 
an exact opposition in the 9th harmonic. 

Indeed there is a general relation- 
ship between multiple-10 aspects and 
hard aspects in the navamsa. If two 
planets are ten degrees apart in the 
sidereal, they will be 90 degrees apart 


[*2] The variety of navamsa used by the 
author is identical to the novien, or 
Egyptian navamsa, proposed by Garth 
Allen and Cyril Fagan. This starts 
with the sidereal longitude counted 
from 0° Taurus, multiplies by 9, and 
adds 30°, casting off circles if nec- 
essary.

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in the navamsa; if twenty degrees apart 
in the sidereal, they will become 180 
degrees apart, and so on. 

Nevertheless, an opposition in the 
B/C chart still means “opposition". Thus 
there is a considerable difference be- 
tween a conjunction with Venus or Jupi- 
ter and an opposition. On the other 
hand, a conjunction, square or opposi- 
tion of either Venus or Jupiter to the 
Ascendant will be considerably rore 
benefic than an aspect from Saturn or 
Pluto. 

Aspects to the Midheaven and Asc- 
endant are most important. They denote 
the "stage setting" of the chart, the 
limits within which everything else 
operates. 

After aspects to the angles, as- 
pects to the Lights should be examined. 
These are approached quantitatively as 
well as qualitatively. One asks how many 
aspects of Mercury there are to the 
Moon, how many of Venus, how many of 
Mars, and so forth. Here the Moon means 
all four Moons taken together. My exper- 
ience has shown that it is normal for 
the Moon to receive one or two conjunc- 
tions, squares or oppositions from each 
planet. Three aspects are already too 
many; none is too few. Even benefic 
planets can go awry when present in 
excess. In the B/C chart of Adolph Hit- 
ler there are three Moon-Jupiter con- 
junctions--two in Sagittarius and one in 
Scorpio. The conjunctions in Sagittarius 
suggest the racial "purity" principle 
carried to the extreme. 

The Sun behaves somewhat different- 
ly, since it is the only body with 
three, not four, positions in the B/C 
chart. This is because the birth and 
conception sidereal Suns, by definition, 
occupy the same relative position in 
their respective 40-degree harmonic 
segments; therefore, their navamsas are 
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identical. Thus the Sun will usually 
receive fewer aspects than the Moon. 
Conjunctions to nodes are also 
quite significant. The nodes act almost 
like the Moon in highlighting planets. 
However, the nodal contacts are more 
unconscious, more difficult to grasp, 
and more intensely a part of the na- 
tive's subjective world-view than are 
lunar ones. This is particularly true of 
conjunctions to the South Node. 
While the natal and conception Midheav- 
ens and Ascendants are placed in the B/C 
chart, the two sets of house cusps are 
noted apart. Both sets seem to be sig- 
nificant and, in the study of progres- 
sions, both seem to be effective. I have 
found Campanus cusps to be reliable. 


Progressions 


The natal and conception charts are 
progressed in the same way: a day fora 
year with the Ascendant determined by 
the Midheaven, which is advanced by 
solar arc. Each of the planets in the 
two natural or "parent" progressed 
charts produces a progressed navamsa 
planet. Now since a navamsa planet moves 
at nine times the speed of a natural 
planet, a progressing Venus, for in- 
stance, will have little impact. Because 
it is moving too fast, the contacts it 
makes are of too short duration. The 
ninth harmonic of a progressing outer 
planet, however, can have considerable 
influence over months or even years.

Aspects to angles: conception Ascendant. 
The conception Ascendant receives the 
most aspects. They are commented as 
follows. 

SO-0-AS. Someone shown much atten- 
tion in childhood, often a first child;

The aspects to the conception Ascendant 
put an enormous stress on Sylvia Plath 
to do, to excel, to be a superior "some- 
body". Furthermore, the close conjunc- 
tion of conception sidereal Mars with 
natal sidereal Saturn, and their close 
square to conception navamsa Pluto--in 
addition to transiting Pluto keeping 
abreast of the progressing conception 
Ascendant--probably have much to do with 
the terrible experience of what she 
called "stasis", a death-like experi- 
ence. 

Not only are the Lights (both Suns 
and Moons) overstressed with Mars-Saturn 
contacts, but all positions of Mars 
(except natal sidereal) are afflicted by 
Saturn; two of them are also afflicted 
by Pluto. Three out of the four Mercu- 
ries are afflicted by Mars. . 

The two Moons in Virgo, besides 
their afflictive aspects, are too criti- 
cal and exacting. Contrast them with the 
wildly idealistic, sensitive, impres- 
sionable Moon conjunct Uranus in Pisces. 

One also suspects that the actual 
process of writing was not a good exper- 
ience for her (MA/SA/SN in Gemini). 

Although the Libra Sun expresses a 
very strong desire for companionship, 
the Venus aspects are weak. Sylvia was 
apparently given considerable amounts of 
love by her family, her sponsor, and her 
husband, but she had trouble accepting 
it, needed constant reassurance, and 
generally declared herself to be defi- 
cient in love. 

Probably she would have been better 
off leaving London before progressed 
conception sidereal Mars opposed the 
relocated birth MC. A move back home, 
however, would not have helped her avoid 
that pbn-Saturn at 0°45' Cancer (again 
stressing the cs-Ascendant). Her great 
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need for independence made it impossible 
for her to "fail" by returning to her 
mother, although, in the summer before 
her death, she had briefly begged for 
help in her own way (to have her sister- 
in-law come to England to stay with her 
and help with the children). 

The full complement for death 
(which shows up again in the various 
returns) is Angle/Light/MA/SA/PL. Sylvia 
Plath was born with that, but the bene- 
fic Jupiter in Cancer helped her to live 
with the malefic pattern until it turned 
up a second time for the progressed 
natal Ascendant to pick up. The double 
load was too much for her to bear, as 
indeed it probably would be for most 
human beings. 


COMMENTS ON 
THE ASTROLOGY OF SUICIDE 


1. In 18 of the 20 cases I have examined 
so far, Mars (natural or navamsa) is in 
the first Campanus house. Of the other 
two, each has Scorpio Ascendants and 
each has Mars as ruler of the Ascendant 
in the fourth (conception for conception 
and birth for birth houses). 

Mars also aspects the fourth house 
in all charts. That is to say either (a) 
Mars is in'the house, (b) Mars aspects a 
planet in the house, or (c) Mars aspects 
the ruler of the cusp. (By "ruler" I 
mean the planet, or its navamsa, which 
belongs to the house from which it orig— 
inally derived, e.g. the ruler of an 
Aries conception Ascendant may be the 
conception Mars or its navamsa; however, 
any planet operates simultaneously in 
both the birth and conception houses.) 

All 20 charts have at least one 
occurrence of the signs Scorpio, Capri- 
corn and Aries on the Ascendant or IC. 


Of the charts of Nazis I have stud- 
ied, Hitler, Goering, Himmler, Goebbels 
and Eva Braun--all of whom killed them- 
selves--satisfy the above conditions 
without exception. Joachim von Ribben- 
trop, who did not commit suicide, does 
not satisfy them. 

It appears that Mars in the first 

house identifies the "typical" response 
of a native to a situation--a need to do 
something. If the fourth house is con- 
nected to the first on account of an 
aspect from Mars, then Mars becomes one 
of the proper significators of the four- 
th house, and hence of the end of life. 
2. There is a strong Uranian influence, 
either natally in the B/C chart or in 
the progression and transit aspects--too 
much change, uprootedness, tension and 
flux. How much Uranus is too much? When 
there isn't enough benefic influence to 
support all that change, and one is 
transformed from a world traveler to a 
bag lady, to "the homeless", 
3. Of somewhat less importance are a 
strong Saturn (sufficient desperation, 
depression or joylessness, too many 
obstacles); Mars-Uranus contacts (suf- 
ficient daring to accomplish the act); 
Mercury-Mars contacts (too much mental 
agitation, friction, anger); indications 
of sexual pressure or lack of sexual 
outlet. 

There are, of course, some people 
who fit most or all of the above condi- 
tions but who do not commit suicide. Dag 
Hammarskjold is a notable example. How- 
ever, Hammarskjold certainly had suici- 
dal thoughts, as his book Markings 
attests.

Israel declaration of Independence. 
The time is for the moment at the end of 
his Declaration of Independence speech 
when David Ben-Gurion struck the table 
with his gavel and declared "The State 
of Israel has risen". (Source: Chester 
Kemp.) 


Four bodies and the Midheaven are 
in Leo, but it is Jupiter in Sagittarius 
that predominates in the chart. The 
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greater benefic is the only body below 
the earth--the other bodies are all 
contained within the Sun-Neptune sesqui- 
quadrate from the VIIth to the XIIth. 
Jupiter trines the Leo bodies and is 
also the focal point of a network of 
aspects: it opposes Uranus (orb 3°17"), 
there is an exact sesquiquadrate to 
Pluto (0'), a close trine to Mars (41') 
and a bi-quintile to the Sun (2°03'). 
The other major aspects in the chart are 
Pluto conjunct Mars and sextile Mercury, 


the Sun square the wide Mars-Saturm 


conjunction, and the Moon conjunct the 
Midheaven and Pluto. 

In recent months this chart, and 
natal Jupiter in particular, has been 
stimulated by transits. The New Moon of 
20th December 1987 at 28°20 Sagittarius 
was 42' away from natal Jupiter. Transit 
Uranus crossed natal Jupiter on 3lst 
December and transit Saturn did so three 
weeks later, on 20th January; these two 
retrograde back in June-July 1988 and 
make their final direct-pass in October. 
Pluto's station on 13th February, which 
was square its own natal place, semi- 
squared natal Jupiter. 

These transits over natal Jupiter 
can be related to the revolt of the 
dispossessed Palestinians in Gaza, which 
has been countered with, as some des- 
cribe it, state-sanctioned brutality. In 
the seven months since the uprising 
began in December, 189 people have been 
killed; 186 of them Palestinians, killed 
by Israeli troops. 


* 14th February 1988, 17:00 UT, Lenin- 
grad: 59N55 30E15. 

Start of a catastrophic fire in the 
library of the National Academy of Sci- 
ences founded by Peter the Great in 
1714. Whole rooms of books, including 
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17th-, 18th- and 19th-century scientific 
collections were consumed in the flames. 
400,000 books destroyed, another 5.6 
million damaged by water. 

All bodies are contained in the 
northwest by Pluto, near cusp III, and 
Jupiter in VIIIth, 163°30' apart; Jupi- 
ter is semisquare the MC (orb 11'), 
trine Mars (48"), and sextile Sun (23'); 
Pluto-45-MA/UR (12'). The Saturn-Uranus 
conjunction is 5" apart. The Moon is in 
Vth, just past the quadruple conjunction 
of Mars, Uranus, Saturn and Neptune, 
Parallel Saturn (10') in altitude. 
Helio-Mars is exactly sesquiquadrate 
geo-Venus. 


* Sth April 1988, 01:45 UT, Al-Kuwayt: 
29N20 47E59. 

Flight 422 hijacking. The time is 
for when the hijackers took over the 
Kuwait Airways Boeing 747, on route from 
Bangkok to Kuwait, an hour short of its 
scheduled destination and ordered the 
pilot to head for Meshed in Iran. The 
place is Kuwait airport, the first loca- 
tion news of the hijacking will have 
reached. The nightmare event lasted for 
15 days, during most of which time the 
luckless passengers, who included mem- 
bers of Kuwait's royal family, were 
bound in their seats. The plane was, 
flown from country to country as the 
hijackers demanded the release of pris- 
oners from Kuwait prison. Two passengers 
were killed. The other 31 survived their 
cramped ordeal. The hijackers escaped in 
Algiers and the episode ended at dawn on 
Wednesday 20th April. 

Moon semisquare the culminating 
Uranus triggered a tight network of 
aspects: Uranus is conjunct Saturn, 
square the rising Mercury (13'), and 
quincunx Venus (16"); the Moon is con- 
junct Pluto in the VITIth. 


* 10th April 1988, 22:40 UT, between 
Maimana and Mazar-i-Sharif, Afghanistan: 
36N14 65E54 used. 

Afghan guerrillas shot down Soviet- 
built passenger plane. All 29 people, 
including two children, on board were 
killed. 

Bucket-handle Pluto opposes Jup- 
iter. Venus at IC. The Moon, with Mars, 
squares the Sun and semisquares MC. In 
helio, Mars sextiles Sun (6'). 


* 10th April 1988, 05:00 UT ("a few 
minutes before 10 am"), between Rawal- 
pindi and Islamabad, Pakistan: 33N39 
73E07 used. 

A series of explosions destroyed an 
army ammunition depot in a densely popu- 
lated area between the twin cities. For 
about an hour the blasts showered roc- 
kets, artillery and mortar shells, and 
grenades into the two cities. "It was as 
if opposing armies were firing heavy 
weapons blindly on a 360-degree front." 
The preliminary official toll gave 75 
people dead and 850 wounded, but this 
excluded military casualties and those 
persons buried under rubble. 

Saturn, conjunct Uranus and semi- 
sextile Mars (20') in VIIIth, is exactly 
setting. Mars sextile Sun in helio (1'). 
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* 24th April 1988, 20:40 UT, in Atlan- 
tic, 160 miles east of Cape Canaveral, 
Florida: 28N30 78W used. 

Explosion and fire in forward bat- 
tery compartments of 30-year-old diesel 
submarine, USS Bonefish. The vessel was 
cruising at periscope depth. The 92-man 
crew brought the smoke-filled boat to 
the surface and then abandoned it. Three 
sailors killed, 22 injured. 


Fixed grand cross: Moon in XIth 
opposes Mars and squares the Pluto op- 
position from Mercury and Jupiter. Helio 
Mars conjunct Uranus. 


* 2nd May 1988, 00:35 UT ("shortly after 
sunrise"), Jammu, India: 32N42 74E52. 


A recently-built three-story wing 
of a children's hospital collapsed in 
Kashmir and at least 20 people died in a 
erush of bricks and concrete. Another 
fifty children and their parents or 
attendants were trapped under the deb- 
ris. That evening a Kashmir Times repor- 
ter said: "I heard children moaning this 
morning, but now there's nothing, no 
sound of them, a kind of strange silence 
amid the noise of rescue work." 
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Shortly after the Full Moon: the 
Moon and Pluto oppose the Sun-Jupiter 
conjunction across the horizon, Mars in 
the Xth completes the T-square, and also 
squares the rising degree. Helio-Mars is 
conjunct geo-Saturn; both closely ses- 
quiquadrate the ascendant. 


* 4th May 1988, 18:53 UT, Henderson, 
Nevada: 36N02 114W59. 

The time of the first of two im- 
mense explosions at a rocket fuel plant. 
This one measured 3.0 on the Richter 
scale; the second explosion, four min- 
utes later, measured 3.7 Richter. The 
explosions followed a fire in and around 
the unit where ammonium perochloride, 
the oxidizing agent used in the propel- 
lant for solid-fuel booster rockets, was 
dried and hardened into a solid form. 
One person killed, another missing, more 
than 200 injured 

12° Leo rises, quincunx Neptune and 
semisquare Venus, facing a fixed T- 
square: Pluto in the IVth squares the 
rising degree, as do the Sun and Jupiter 
from the Xth, and Mars opposes it. The 
Moon at 19° Sagittarius is sesquiquad- 
rate the MC (46'). Helio-Mars, semi- 
Square its own geo position, remains 
close to geo-Saturn.

Fire ravaged the tallest building 
in California in the worst high-rise 
fire in Los Angeles history. The fire 
started on the 12th floor of the 62- 
story, square, glass-walled, First In- 
terstate Bank Building. One person died, 
trapped in an elevator; 37 others were 
hospitalized for smoke inhalation. 
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The Moon opposes Venus (3') on the 
horizon and these two bodies relate to 
the fixed T-cross (SU-JP-MA-PL) by as- 
pect to Pluto. Neptune in Ist squares MC 
(21'); Mercury in VIth is quincunx the 
rising Uranus (6'); Mars in IInd semi- 
squares Saturn. 23° Sagittarius rises. 


* 5th May 1988, 08:30 UT, Norco, Louisi- 


‘ana: 30NO0 90W25. 


Explosion-at oil refinery that 
ripped off roofs and doors of nearby 
houses, causing widespread damage 
throughout the town. The shockwave shat-— 
tered plate~glass windows as far away as 
New Orleans, 20 miles distant, and the 
force of the blast was felt 45 miles 
away. One worker killed, six missing, 
and 40 people injured. 

The Moon, opposing Venus and semi- 
square Pluto, is at the MC here. All 
other aspects remain similar to those in 
the preceding item. 16° Pisces rises.

A pickup truck, traveling the wrong 
way on an interstate highway, collided 
head-on with a bus, carrying 67 young 
people, returning from a church youth 
outing to an amusement park.

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A NEW LOOK AT AN OLD DEVIL 


T. PATRICK DAVIS 


SEEING A discussion of that old devil, 
Adolf Hitler, in the pages of Considera-— 
tions that ignores the impact of the 
solar dimension prompts me to send along 
a horoscope (Fig. 1) which includes the 
positions of the planets in the helio- 
centric system. They are identified by 
a solar dot. The chart is progressed and 
has the transits (outer wheel) for the 
beginning of World War II. 

It is hoped that readers will real- 
ly study the chart as it is presented 
and not automatically reject the concept 
of placing the helio positions in the 
traditional horoscope. 

Given the enormous impact on the 
world by Adolf Hitler, a study of his 
geocentric chart alone is insufficient. 
He sought and found his "place in the 
Sun" as few others have done. For this 
reason, the heliocentric system must be

Among the outer planets, only Jupi- 
ter changes signs between the systems. 
It is shown here in both Sagittarius and 
Capricorn. Among the closer planets, 
Mercury and Mars remain in the same 
signs but change houses. Mercury is in 
the VIth house heliocentrically and is 
semisquare the VIIIth house helio Mars. 

It is the planet Venus that makes 
the most dramatic change. In the tradi- 
tional chart it is in the VIIth house, 
retrograde in Taurus. As it is retro- 
grade, we look to the other side to find 
its heliocentric position. Helio Venus 
is in Libra tightly conjunct the Ascend- 
ant. 

What? Peaceful Venus conjunct Hit- 
ler's Ascendant! This is heliocentric 
Venus, remember. It has different conno- 
tations in certain respects from the 
traditional Venus. Helio Venus indicates 
the potential of rewards from the larger 
world, and Hitler did reach a position 
in which millions of people rewarded him 
handsomely. He charmed them sothorough- 
ly that they were willing to die at his 
command. 

This Venus became exceptionally 
important in his life, and made a re- 
markable impact on the lives of others. 
The planet Venus rules his Taurus Sun, 
Venus rules the Taurus sign on his 
VIIIth house cusp, Venus is associated 
with the sign Libra on his Ascendant. 
His personal life was less than satisfy- 
ing; it contained many tragic episodes, 
including the suicide and the attempted 
suicide of two important women who at- 
tempted to fill his romantic void. He 
found his pleasures and the chance for 
massive self-indulgence through dealing 
with masses of people, rather than with 
individuals. He reached out to the larg- 
er world of the heliocentric. 

When Adolf Hitler is pictured in 
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our minds, he is accompanied by a jumble 
of horror pictures arising from the 
violence of World War II, or even earli- 
er when his position as Dictator was 
being consolidated and his bully boys 
were beating and murdering the opposi- 
tion with impunity. Hitler did not take 
a personal part in the violence; he had 
others do it for him. Indeed, after 
seeing niece Geli's body following her 
suicide, he never ate meat again. 

In understanding Adolf Hitler and 
the contribution of the heliocentric 
influence, it is important to remember 
that his entrance into politics was to 
right old wrongs, skewed as his thinking 
might seem to others. This was his ini- 
tial motivation, and it is in keeping 
with Venus picking up the sword when a 
sense of unfairness is felt or when 
highly valued things are threatened. He 
played this theme successfully; it not 
only gained him initial supporters but 
it later encouraged concessions from 
world leaders, who thereby hoped to 
satisfy him. 

Venus conjunct the Ascendant or in 
the first house can indicate people who 
are charming and persuasive, but it also 
takes on Aries characteristics. They 
know what they want; they are adroit in 
manipulating circumstances to achieve 
their desires; they actively seek ful- 
fillment. When combined with an ability 
to rationalize and justify skewed think- 
ing, or in the chart of someone with 
psychopathic tendencies, fair play is 
whatever one can get away with. Such 
people actually see themselves in quite 
a favorable light and they do not settle 
for second best. With Adolf Hitler's 
charm and self-confident air, playing 
the theme of righting old wrongs which 
had burdened Germany, he was able to 
talk those in high position into sup- 
porting a low-born male in class- 


conscious old Europe! He left them with 
the distinct impression that they could 
keep him under their control, and he was 
given the position of Chancellor. Within 
a short time he was a dictator. 

Using the secondary day-for-a-year 
technique of progressing helio Venus, 
one observes that Hitler's early years 
had the advantage of Venus moving 
through the Ist and IInd houses, but the 
disadvantage of setting off oppositions 
to his VIIth and VIIIth house planets, 
thereby indicating many of the frustra- 
tions felt in not acquiring the rewards 
and recognition he felt should be his. 
Once this was past, progressed helio 
venus began getting trines, then there 
were the conjunctions to his IIIrd house 
planets at an age when he could take the 
greatest advantage of them. 

As helio Venus progressed to the 
trine of his Taurus Sun, economic cir- 
cumstances were beneficial for his rise 
in political power. As it progressed 
over his natal Moon-Jupiter conjunction, 
he achieved dictatorial powers through 
important public support and fortuitous 
circumstances. As helio Venus progressed 
to his natal Lunar South Node, he initi- 
ated World War II through grasping more 
than others were willing to give. As it 
progressed to the square of its own 
natal position, he committed suicide 
with Germany in ruins around him. He 
wasn't about to stick around and take 
the lumps for his disastrous policies. 

Venus is not innately destructive, 
and so a study of helio Venus alone can- 
not tell the entire complex story of a 
person generally assumed to have been 
psychopathic. Hitler's destructiveness 
is associated astrologically with the 
Mars square Saturn pattern, augmented by 
other positions. Once into the pattern 
of destroying, he seemed to have had 
neither the inclination nor the ability 


to change direction. Only a force great- 
er than his could stop the war machine. 

By studying helio Venus astrologers 
will gain some better answers as to how 
Hitler achieved so much power, the tim- 
ing of some of these achievements, and 
some insight into his motivation to seek 
rewards from the larger world rather 
than being content with the pleasures of 
private life. 

The reaction of the general public 
to those with strong Venus-Moon-Jupiter 
links is well known to astrologers. The 
public basks in the pleasurable sensa- 
tions felt in such a person's presence, 
assumes talent, value, or goodness be- 
cause of the "vibrations" felt, makes 
excuses for bad behavior or judgment, 
gives him or her the benefit of any 
doubt, accepts any performance, and 
delivers massive rewards. Sometimes it 
is justified; sometimes it isn't. 

Eva Braun (born 6th February 1912 
in Munich), his long-time mistress, who 
married him just before they committed 
suicide together, had the Lunar South 
Node at 24° Libra, conjunct his Ascend- 
ant-Venus. Klara Polzl (born 12th August 
1860 in Spital, Austria), his doting 
mother, had the Lunar South Node at 
1°58" Leo, conjunct his Midheaven and 
Square his Sun. His father, Alois Hit- 
ler, had the Moon at 2°30' Leo. The 
father was born at 11:30 a.m. LMT on 7th 
June 1837 in Strones, Austria (48N39 
16E18), according to government records.

LET'S CONSIDER 


PRIER WINTLE responds to Maurice Poutin 
and Afexander Marr [*1] 


Thank you for letting me see the letters 
from Maurice Poulin and Alexander Marr. 
I am really sorry that Marr has respond- 
ed in a rather hostile fashion to my 
attempt to defend my disagreement with 
him on the subject of Hitler's chart. 
Nevertheless, as in music so also in 
astrology, the best harmony is founded 
on discord followed by resolution. 1 
chiefly wish to respond to the perfectly 
valid points raised by Poulin but Marr's 
letter is actually relevant to some of 
these. What follows will therefore be a 
reply to both of them. 

Why then do I link Uranus with the 
political Left? What I really think 
about Uranus emerges more clearly in the 
article devoted entirely to this planet 
which appeared in Considerations TI 4, 
I associate him with the Left because it 
was as the Left that he made his unmis- 
takable, uncompromising debut onto the 
world political stage in the French 
revolution of 1789, eight years after 
his astronomical discovery by William 
Herschel. That influence which then 
surfaced has persisted and remained 
identifiable as an international move- 
ment which aims to break down all insti- 
tutions and remove all privileges based 
on birth, tradition, etc. and to remodel 
society on rational and scientific prin- 
ciples. Local riots and disturbances may 
occur for a myriad evanescent reasons 
but the principle of revolution as a 
rational ideal is something which now 
transcends local and temporal issues as 


well as the men and women involved in 
them and even political parties too. The 
Communist Party, for instance, cannot 
really trace its antecedents farther 
back than the manifesto issued by Marx 
and Engels in 1848, yet that manifesto 
itself derives directly from the senti- 
ments and ideas expressed by the Jaco- 
bins in 1789. 

Uranus is involved with all of this 
not because he was born with a red star 
on his chest but because he represents a 
principle which in effect deifies scien- 
tific rationalism. He demands that 
everything shall be subjected to ration- 
al scrutiny and insists that no one 
shall have rights without rational jus- 
tification. Sir Walter Scott's monumen- 
tal Life of Napoleon [*2] wonderfully 
describes this characteristic of the 
parties in the French National Assembly 
in 1789: 

“The new French legislature... re- 
solved, in imitation of Medea, to fling 
into their renovating kettle every ex- 
isting joint and member of their old 
constitution, in order to effect its 
perfect and entire renovation. (Unfor- 
tunately) the practical inferences de- 
duced from the abstract principle were 
always liable to challenge by those who, 
in logical language,... asserted that 
the conclusion was irregularly deduced 
from the premises. (And) the legisla- 
tors, thus grounding the whole basis of 
their intended constitution upon spec~ 
ulative opinions, strongly resembled the 
tailors of Laputa, who, without condes-

cending to take measure of their cus- 
tomers, like brethren of the trade else- 
where, took the girth and altitude of 
the person by mathematical calculation, 
and if the clothes did not fit, as was 
almost always the case, thought it ample 
consolation for the party concerned to 
be assured that, as they worked from 
infallible rules of art, the error could 
only be occasioned by his own faulty and 
irregular conformation of figure. (More- 
over) from lawmakers who begin by des- 
troying all existing enactments and 
assume it as their duty entirely to 
renovate the constitution of a country, 
nothing short of absolute perfection can 
be accepted;... they must follow up to 
the uttermost the principle they have 
adopted, and their institutions can 
never be fixed or secure from the en- 
croachments of succeeding innovators 
while they retain any taint of that 
fallibility to which all human inven- 
tions are necessarily subject.” 

All of this is of course a form of 
extremism and totalitarianism, and Poul- 
in is quite right to accuse Uranus of 
both these evils. Nevertheless extremism 
and totalitarianism by themselves are 
not the true key to his nature. The 
thirties and forties of the present 
century demonstrated only too clearly 
that a right-wing fanaticism of a mys- 
tical, national and avowedly anti- 
rational character can be equally total- 
itarian and extremist. Today in the 
Middle East religion is providing a 
similar demonstration, again with con- 
spicuous absence of the Uranian rational 
principle [*3]. 

Of course Uranus has his finger in a 
great many other pies besides just the 
left-wing political one. Astrology is 
one of them, and the tone of Mr. Marr's 
letter criticizing me and perhaps also 
Mr. Alexander Ruperti's reaction to my 
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Pluto article and my rejoinder to his 
reaction [*4], show a tendency for the 
Same intolerant intellectual arrogance 
in our own field, just as in politics. 
Mr. Poulin's restrained tone should be 
an object lesson to us all. Moreover I 
have no doubt whatever that Mr. Poulin 
is right to look at the interaction of 
Uranus with Jupiter for an index of 
fluctuations on the stock market. Jupi- 
ter rules not only wealth but also hopes 
and dreams of wealth; Uranian technology 
has produced the telecommunications and 
other systems which today permit wealth 
to be computerized. As a result it can 
be created, multiplied, divided or wiped 
out world-wide after little more than a 
closed board-room resolution to press a 
particular key. 

In such circumstances precise dat- 
ing of critical developments becomes 
possible because these developments now 
really are focused within a narrow time- 
span. Mr. Poulin mentions the weekend 
before Black Monday, 19th October 1987, 
when the Sun was forming exact aspects 
to a Jupiter-Uranus trine. The world as 
a whole then suffered as the result of a 
catastrophic drop in share values, but 
as F. D. Roosevelt once said "When

things happen in the political world 
(and by implication also in the finan- 
cial world) you can be sure someone 
wanted them to happen and made them 
happen." Somebody wanted the share-drop 
and reaped the reward of the trine. 

As a general rule, however, I find 
that really important developments ma- 
ture over a longer period--perhaps as 
long as a year or even longer--during 
the whole of which time-span the rele- 
vant influences applying must be said to 
be “in force". This is the way things 
happen in real life. An astrology which 
does not recognize that fact but concen- 
trates solely on brief periods of a day 
or so, during which a vote happens to be 
cast or a shot fired or a treaty signed, 
is actually woefully lacking in insight 
and depth. I am by no means alone in 
taking this view. If I may be permitted 
to adopt a sentence from Mr. Marr's 
letter, "it has been authenticated by 
experienced astrologers for a long 
time." I received a letter from Mrs. 
Margaret Hone in 1954 commenting on 
Ronald Davison's book The Technique of 
Prediction (then recently published), in 
which she complained of long impressive- 
looking lists of aspects--Yearlies, 
Monthlies, Weeklies, Dailies--which, she 
said, did not in practice work out to 
time as predicted. The first-class New 
Zealand astrologer J. W. Chapman-Taylor 
(died October 1958) similarly dispensed 
in most of his personal horoscope work 
with attempts to predict specific hap- 
penings at specific times and concentra- 
ted instead on in-depth interpretation 
of the various long-term trends operat— 
ing in a life [*5]. And that fine and 
very experienced South African astrolo- 
ger Mrs. A. L. Cilliers (now approaching 
her 84th birthday) allows an orb of two 
degrees (corresponding to two years) for 
an applying progressed aspect of the 


Sun. I myself prefer to play safe and 
consider only a one-degree orb on either 
side of exactness, though she may well 
be right in her contention that such as- 
pects begin to exert an influence very 
much earlier. It was because I allowed a 
one-degree orb that I called the sextile 
of progressed Sun to natal Saturn in 
Hitler's chart "exact" when he became 
Chancellor of Germany in 1933. Mr. Marr 
rightly calculated that the Sun still 
had 22 minutes of arc to traverse to 
complete the sextile but it is my be- 
lief, repeatedly borne out by experience 
in other cases, that this progressed 
aspect would already have been operating 
for over seven months and would continue 
to operate even more strongly during the 
months following when Hitler had actual- 
ly assumed the responsibilities of his 
new post. 

So much for the timing of the as- 
pect. In addition I really cannot allow 
Mr. Marr's assertion that my symbolical 
interpretation of it is at fault to pass 
unchallenged. Favorable aspects to Sat- 
urn by no means indicate withdrawal or 
resignation, and particularly not when 
the planet is singled out by its

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birth placement, indicating something in 
the nature of a fated responsibility to 
be fulfilled. In Hitler's chart Saturn 
is three degrees from the Midheaven and 
the solar aspect would therefore be an 
accurate index of the year in which he 
would rise to the highest honor while 
simultaneously entering on his final 
destiny. 

I would further like to draw atten- 
tion to two curious inaccuracies in Mr. 
Marr's letter, the second of which in 
particular seriously invalidates his 
line of reasoning: 

(1) He states Hitler's official 
birth time to have been 17:30 UT. (This 
assertion also appeared in his earlier 
letter, Considerations IV 3 p.41.) In 
actual fact the "official" birthtime is 
in LMT. The Austrian Empire did not 
adopt the standard time meridian 15°F 
until 1891. 

Birthtimes "exact" to the hour or 
half hour are notoriously unreliable. It 
is easy to transpose them into UT, but 
the illusion of exactness thereby at- 
tained is illusion and nothing more. Mr. 
Marr's letter unfortunately gives the 
impression that I favor a Hitler birth 
time, 32 minutes later than the recorded 
one whereas in actual fact I argue for 
one only 24 minutes later. 

(2) His present (the second) letter 
transposes the direction Progressed-Sun- 
trine-Uranus which I stated to have been 
in force in Hitler's chart during 1939 
and 1940 into Progressed-Uranus-trine- 
Sun, an aspect which never could have 
occurred at all in Hitler's lifetime! 
His remarks about the tiny orb allowed 
for progressions by slow moving planets 
are therefore inapplicable and irrele- 
vant. Even had he been considering the 
aspect the correct way round, moreover, 
I have no idea to what precise event or 
date he was referring it when he com-

plains of my having allowed it an orb of 
37' of arc. As with all contacts of the 
Progressed Sun I understood the aspect 
to have been effective over two years 
and these were of course Hitler's two 
most successful years. It is also a 
striking confirmation of the correctness 
of the identification of Uranus with the 
political Left that they were the years 
during which his non-aggression pact 
with Soviet Russia was in force. During 
the whole of that period the perennial 
German nightmare of a war on two fronts 
was removed and he was receiving con- 
siderable assistance in the form of 
Russian oil and industrial products. 

Mr. Marr's dismissive statement 
regarding transits, implying that they 
are at best of very inferior importance 
in comparison with directions, is also 
extremely controversial, to say the 
least. No less an authority than Charles 
Carter is on record as having said that 
he could account for almost all of the 
major developments and events in his 
life on the basis of transits alone. 
That did not, of course, prevent his 
making extensive use of Secondaries and 
Symbolic Directions as well, but he was 
always ready to face up to and investi- 
gate all astrological realities, which 
was what made him such a truly great 
astrologer. 

Maurice Poulin's practice of watch- 
ing the entire cycle of aspects formed 
between any two planets from the con- 
junction through to the opposition and 
back again to the conjunction is a very 
valid and instructive exercise. It has 
become to some extent general practice 
nowadays in mundane astrology as one may 
see from the book of that title by Bai- 


gent, Campion and Harvey. [*6] However,

the method as expounded there, which Mr. 
Poulin may perhaps also be following too 
closely, calls for some warning words. 
Once again Uranus is relevant, for it is 
in consequence of the scientific revolu- 
tion which he has been able to impose 
upon the world since his discovery in 
1781 that nowadays impersonal, mechanis- 
tic forces are in general believed to be 
the final, ultimate realities, displac- 
ing the traditional concept of a cons- 
cious, loving God who knows our inward 
thoughts, shares our feelings, and val- 
ues us expressly for our own individu- 
ality. Baigent et alia unfortunately 
seem to be regarding astrological cycles 
as ultimate realities with human life 
and world events as little more than 
transitory froth thrown up to the sur- 
face by the eternal swell. I am all in 
favor of studying cycles as indices of 
the way things are going and developing 
but I regard Life as the ultimate real- 
ity. I also consider the planets them- 
selves as having something like an es- 
sential personality which we experience 
when we experience the events signified 
by them. They are not just focal points 
of impersonal cycles which are more real 
than they are, as Baigent etc. would 
have us believe. My own view of them is 
more akin to the anthropomorphic Greek 
concept which saw them as very definite 
beings with their own aims, desires and 
rivalries. Consequently I see astrologi- 
cal prediction as essentially a matter 
of skill in sensing what the different 
planets will do in specific positions 
and configurations rather than one of 
merely weighing mechanical forces one 
against the other. I have gone into this 
matter more fully elsewhere, in articles 
on Saturn and Neptune. [*7] 

It is also important not to erode 
our traditional understanding of the 
different aspect stages within each 


cycle, i.e. sextile, square, trine, 
opposition, and thus not to begin treat- 
ing each one as if it was no different 
from all the rest and capable only of 
producing effects according to the nat- 
ure of whatever two planets are involv- 
ed. Baigent & Co. do this all the time 
and so apparently does Mr. Poulin, as 
his exposition of the "good" Uranus- 
Jupiter trine causing Black Monday's 
share crash clearly shows. As an express 
corrective to this view, I earlier stat- 
ed that the crash had been made to hap- 
pen (Uranus), and that whoever manipul- 
ated it had been the beneficiary of the 
trine. Aspect meanings are one of the 
fundamentals of astrology and rubbish 
needs to be cleared away so that they 
can once again stand out in clear rel- 
ief. For this reason among others I 
cannot take seriously the Baigent & Co. 
subdivision of each cycle into 5ths, 
7ths, 9ths, etc., producing a whole 
series of quintile, septile and nonile 
aspects which they once again treat as 
if they were equal in force and effec- 
tiveness to the traditional aspects. 
With such a plethora of contacts to 
choose from literally anything can be 
made to fit, after the event. It is with 
touching candor that they admit that up 
to the present time prediction before 
the event has proved to be more diffi- 
cult! 

The idea that all aspects are pro- 
duced by division of the Zodiacal circle 
by numbers can be traced back to Kepler, 
but it is actually a misconception. 
While it is true that the traditional 
aspects do divide the circle into equal 
portions it is not true that the numbers

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which result describe their natures. 
Only the trine (division by 3, the num- 
ber of Jupiter) and sextile (division by 
6, number of Venus) are appropriate. The 
strongest difficult aspect, the opposi- 
tion, follows from division by 2, number 
of the Moon, and the square from 4, 
number of the Sun! Division by 8 (Sat- 
urn) only gives the semisquare, and 9 
(Mars) gives 40 degrees which, Baigent & 
Co. notwithstanding, is no aspect at 
all. Aspects are literally what the word 
implies, i.e. points of view or direc- 
tions from which one sees. Traditionally 
they are linked with the houses and 
signs, as wholes, and not with exact 
numbers of degrees, as with us. An arti- 
cle of mine on aspects which I hope will 
be published in Considerations next year 
goes into the whole subject much more 
fully. Here I only mention it to give 
Mr. Poulin fair warning. 

Now a final word about some minor 
but interesting points in his letter. 
“Even more fundamental than the associa- 
tions of the new planets there seems to 
be a Jupiter-West and Saturn-East rela- 
tionship," he suggests, and offers this 
as an explanation for the generally 
greater wealth and freedom in the West 
and poverty and enslavement in the East. 
To this I reply it may be so, or partly 
so, but it hasn't always been so. It is 
certainly true that the contrast he 
describes long antedates the conquest of 
Russia by Communism. That only happened 
in 1917 and flight from Russia to the 
West had been going on for at least a 
century before that. In Greek and Roman 
times however the freest peoples in the 
world were those in Northern Mediterran- 
ean lands. The Europe we now know was 
barbarous and America unknown. To the 
east there were autocratic empires com- 
parable to Czarist Russia but lying 
further south than modern Russia. Two 
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thousand years further back than that 
the Aryan ancestors both of the Greeks 
and Romans and of the peoples who have 
created modern Europe and America were 
living on the plains of what is now 
Russia! I would therefore suggest that 
Jupiter, as the champion of freedom, 
rules not areas of land but people. And 
as confirmation of that I note he was 
chief God of both the Greeks (Zeus) and 
the Romans. 

Today it is certain that Uranus has 
his spoon in the pot both in the East 
and the West. The way that wealth is 
managed electronically and society in 
general regulated in every conceivable 
way in every conceivable field by num- 
bers makes this all too plain in the 
West. Real freedom is far more hedged 
and restricted today than it was fifty 
or a hundred years ago. In the East 
Uranian influences may possibly have 
brought more benefits. Certainly in the 
Far East the electronic revolution has 
brought the people there far closer to 
equalization with those in the West in 
wealth than was ever the case in the 
past. In Russia however the Czarist 
tyranny was succeeded by a Commissarist 
tyranny and the quarter century immedi- 
ately following the revolution of 1917 
must have been the most terrible ever 
experienced in that country. While sci- 
entific advances have unquestionably 
raised the standard of living and a good 
standard of education has improved its 
quality as well, it still remains unden- 
jably true that there is a Saturn grip 
on this country, as well as on all oth- 
ers which have come under Communist 
domination, which the West as a whole 
does not feel. I believe the essential 
idea of scientific communism has always 
been Uranian, but in order to achieve 
victory Uranus in effect has had to ally 
with other planets. In Russia his most 


effective alliance has been with Saturn, 
though not I think by capitalization on 
the idea of the workers' community of 
interests, as Mr. Poulin suggests. That 
concept really belongs to the Neptunian 
idealist illusion. Most probably Saturn 
has really won by accepting the Uranian 
idea and enforcing it together with his 
own tyranny with the aid of Uranian 
technology. In the West money and sci- 
ence are our twin gods so the alliance 
is clearly one of Jupiter and Uranus, 
but even here Saturn is watching his 
opportunity and encroaching all the time 
under plea of the necessity for con- 
trols. 

Of course Uranus is present some- 
where or other in all our charts, as is 
Pluto also. We all respond to and ex- 
press all the planets to some degree, in 
some way or other. But if Uranus is 
predominant we tend to accentuate sci- 
ence and rationality and interpret life 
as something like an evolving scientific 
process. If Pluto is predominant we 
instinctively distrust reason as the 
final revealer of reality and know in 
our heart of hearts that it can only be 
experienced as a gut feeling. This is 
the essential polarization of our time, 
which is destined to become more and 
more extreme as the end of the century 
approaches, sweeping more and more of 
those who are at present uncommitted 
into one or other camp. Rationality is 
in for a shock, for the essential Right- 
ist, whether he be mystical nationalist 
or Mohammedan true believer, is certain 
that his vision is not inferior to 
rationality but, on the contrary, trans- 
cends it. Both Uranus-Saturn in the East 
and Uranus-Jupiter in the West are like- 
ly to find themselves drawing closer 
together as they have to face the new 
threat, or both separately will crumble 
before it. 


It is worth remembering that 1917, 
the year in which Communism succeeded in 
establishing itself in Russia, was also 
the year of the deliverance of Palestine 
from the Turks. That deliverance, which 
was really instigated by the agitation 
of the newly formed Zionist movement in 
all the chancelleries of Europe, result- 
ed 31 years later in the foundation of 
the state of Israel. The momentous 
nationalist and fanatical religious 
consequences, not only for the Middle 
East but for the world in general, which 
have flowed from that foundation go to 
the essential core of the fundamental 
polarization of our time. 

And 13th October 1917 was also the 
date of the miracle of Fatima in Portu- 
gal, a Neptunian development which is 
little understood but of first-rate 
importance and with which I deal in my 
forthcoming article on Neptune. 

I must thank the editors for giving 
me space for such a long letter. The 
issues are important and I hope that the 
correspondence generally will stimulate 
a strong flow of response and contrib- 
utions from others. I trust that Mr. 
Marr too will not feel himself bound by 
his self-imposed undertaking not to 
write again, notwithstanding that his 
last letter was of a somewhat discourag- 
ing standard. 


ALEXANDER MARR Aesponds: 


As stated in Considerations Vol. v, #1, 
I don't see any substantial reason to 
continue the useless discussions with 
Mr. Wintle about the birth time of Hit- 
ler, as well as about his approach to 
astrology, with orbs which cannot be 
controlled and with, in most cases, a 
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doubtful or wrong symbolism. Instead, I 
invite the reader to check my rectifica- 
tion of Hitler's Radix in Prediction 1, 
pages 96-101 and the accumulation of 
directions for his death in Consider- 
ations, Vol. III #1, page 44. 

However, I feel obliged to protect 
my friend, the deceased, distinguished 
astrologer Ronald Davison against Mr. 
Wintle's second-hand opinion. In my 
opinion Davison was one of the best 
practitioners of this century and he 
certainly deserves a certain respect 
from any average astrologer.

ALEXANDER RUPERTI writes: 


Thank you for sending me the comments of 
T. Patrick Davis and Carolyn Caufman 
[*8] on my reply [*9] to Wintle. Did you 
feel that my text was a personal attack 
on Wintle? I have reread my text in the 
light of the comments and cannot find 
any phrase which warrants this criti- 
cism. I am interested in ‘ideas; I sug- 
gested different ideas to those put 
forward by Wintle, but that does not 
mean that I was “attacking" Wintle as a 
person. 

Wintle's response [*10] to my "re- 
action" shows that my text served its 
purpose in that our two points of view 
are clearly defined and permit the im- 
partial reader to come to his or her own 
conclusions. I never suggested that I 
was right and Wintle wrong, and Wintle 
should not suggest that he is right and 
that I am wrong. He is entitled to the 
opinion that my approach is basically 
mistaken and ineffective on practical 
levels. But that does not mean he is 
right and I am wrong. I have been a stu- 
dent of astrology for over fifty years 
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and have had ample time to test the 
validity of Rudhyar's approach. I still 
consider myself a student as astrologi- 
cal symbolism has many more dimensions 
of application than many astrologers 
believe. My medical and psychological 
practice has enabled me, like T. Patrick 
Davis, to study real people's horoscopes 
and their lives. But the context of this 
study has been different because the aim 
was to see if astrology could help to 
heal (make whole) the many people who in 
our century could no longer adapt them- 
selves without question to the general 
socio-cultural way of living. 

If an astrologer is not psychologi- 
cally inclined, he will not know, be- 
cause of lack of interest, how different 
the complete human being is in relation 
to traditional psychological concepts 
employed in most astrological text- 
books. Humanistic and transpersonal 
psychology have gone farther than Jung 
did in making us realize that there are 
dimensions of human reality far greater 
than those to which the conscious self 
is accustomed. Rudhyar attempted to 
relate astrological symbolism to the new 
psychological and spiritual knowledge 
available so that any dstrologer who was 
so inclined could try to live his life 
in terms of these deeper values and thus 
be able to help clients do the same. He 
added a new dimension to astrological 
interpretation for those interested in 
that dimension. He did not say that the 
usual practice of astrology was wrong, 
but that it was insufficient to meet the 
needs of the many people who were look- 
ing for a deeper meaning in their lives. 

People who accept the socio-cultur-

al values of our time--including the 
scientific--have a perfect right to do 
so. They are not "inferior" to other 
people who are looking for more global 
values. Simply their needs are differ- 
ent. Wintle says that Rudhyar was "“in- 
fatuated" with the concept of holism. 
This judgment seems to mean that Wintle 
does not like the concept. And yet Ein- 
stein and even more the top scientists 
in the new sub-quantic physics have 
adopted the holistic world-view as being 
necessary to explain the universe. The 
average scientist is not interested in 
explaining the universe. He is utilitar- 
ian and technological in his interests 
and therefore limits himself to the 
empirical approach. His empiricism gives 
good results within the limited material 
field of its valid application. But 
scientists realize now that it is a 
limited field and that physical reality 
is not total reality. They therefore 
accept the holistic view because it 
seems to explain the universe in a way 
impossible to empiricism. 

Let me repeat, it is not a question 
of right or wrong but of relativity. 
Therefore, relative to your point of 
view and the purpose of your search, a 
certain way of employing astrological 
symbolism seems right and will give 
positive results within the limits of 
that world-view. Rudhyar and I simply 
suggest another point of view which is 
complementaryto the usual one and which 
also gives positive results but in the 
dimension of reality to which it cor- 
responds. Both methods are right rela- 
tive to what one seeks to do. 

Astrologers of all times have had 
the intuition that there was a relation- 
ship between Man and the Cosmos. But 
they have presented different explan- 
ations of the nature of that relation- 
ship throughout the centuries, different 


because man has evolved and resonates 
ever more completely to the cosmos. 
During this century there have been such 
radical changes in our understanding 
that it is no longer pertinent to ex- 
plain the relationship of Man to the 
Cosmos in terms of past theories, how- 
ever hallowed they may appear to be to 
certain minds. The astrologer, more than 
any other type of person, must resonate 
to the avant-garde way of explaining the 
universe, because he pretends to help 
people to live in terms of the new and 
actual needs of humanity. If he doesn't, 
he is not living up to his highest 
potentiality. 

For example, it seems that Wintle 
is a Siderealist in his conception of 
the Zodiac, since he mixes up Signs and 
Constellations. I never said that the 
Constellations are a terrestrial phenom- 
enon, though they are man-made, conceiv- 
ed by man. But I did say that the Zodiac 
we and he use is a concept linked to the 
orbital revolution of our Earth around 
the Sun. A sign is a thirty-degree seg- 
ment of that orbit. Whereas the Constel- 
lations, all of different size, were 
never conceived as being equal thirty- 
degree segments. 

Wintle says that, in my view, Ura- 
nus is simply the challenger of Saturn, 
Neptune of Jupiter, and Pluto of Mars. 
Why "simply"? For people born with con- 
junctions, squares or oppositions be- 
tween these planets, the challenge--even 
on existential levels in our modern 
society--is anything but simple! But the 
problems of a psychological nature that 
can be linked to such aspects by anybody 
versed in humanistic and transpersonal 
psychology, can be understood and lived 
through positively if one has the cour- 
age to apply the more global view of the 
meaning of life on this earth. The as- 
trologer's task is to propose a solution 
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to the problem, not simply identify it 
and say you must live with it. 

The usual astrological interpreta- 
tion tries to present what "is" accor- 
ding to the interpreter's way of looking 
at things; it does not present a way of 
understanding what could and should 
replace the attitude responsible for the 
problem. 

As I said earlier, there is nothing 
"wrong" in the usual astrological inter- 
pretation; it is just insufficient to 
really help the "client" live his des- 
tiny more fully. If he wants to. 

My insistence on a more clearly 
defined use of terms such as “indivi- 
dual", "personal", ego, self, etc. does 
not stem from Rudhyar as suggested, but 
because professional psychologists in- 
sist on a clear definition of terms 
used. There are so many different ways 
of using these terms in the psychologi- 
cal and "occult" literature that, in 
order to be understood, one must define 
in what sense one uses the word “indivi- 
dual". Up to the time of Freud, when 
anybody said "I", he referred to what he 
considered was an indestructible and 
monolithic entity which never changed. 
Freud showed that there was nothing 
monolithic to the "I", which he called 
the conscious ego, because the implica- 
tions of "I" were changing all the time 
according to the impacts coming from the 
outside or from the unconscious realm of 
the psyche. Since then, the conscious 
ego functioning in society is called, 
strictly speaking, a "person." He is a 
person who is potentially an individual. 
An individual, psychologically speaking, 
is a person who has passed through what 
Jung calls the "individuation" process. 
And this process necessitates that one 
be born out of the psychic womb of 
socio-cultural values commonly accepted 
within one's society. It is only then 
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that it is possible to add something new 
to the generally accepted view of 
things. An individual is an origin, not 
simply original in terms of existing 
themes. 

So, strictly speaking, one is not 
born an individual as so many people 
think; one is born with the potentiality 
of becoming an individual and in our 
western society this process is a very 
difficult and sometimes painful one. 
Another common error is to mix up the 
meaning of individual with that of indi- 
vidualist. When one links individuality 
with the leadership principle and speaks 
of the individual manifesting his 
strength by reverencing the individual- 
ity of all other beings, one is empha- 
sizing one's separateness softened by a 
kindly tolerance of others. 

The true individual, psychological- 
ly and spiritually speaking, is simply a 
perfect but particularized expression of 
what his common humanity is capable of 
becoming. As such, he can become trans- 
personal; that is to say, a perfect 
instrument for the expression in a par- 
ticular form of a global reality of 
which he then knows he is an essential 
part. The leadership principle, of which 
Wintle speaks, can be linked to this 
state, but only if the individual is a 
true individual and puts his individual- 
ity at the service of the greater whole. 
Pluto leadership is a depersonalized 
leadership. The individual has learnt to 
reorient his personal Martian desires 
and initiatives and therefore acts in a 
transpersonal rather than a personal 
manner. He no longer emphasizes his 
differences, his "I", but in a religious 
sense says: it is God's will and not 
mine that acts through me. 

I am well aware that for many read- 
ers--like Carolyn Caufman--what I am 
talking about may be boring, an unneces— 


sary "rambling on" as she calls it, 
without any pertinence. If she had not 
reacted to my words as being an attack 
on Prier Wintle, trying to belittle his 
efforts, she could have read the eleven 
pages with an open mind and understand 
better what I am saying. She is quite at 
liberty to reject my arguments, but that 
liberty does not give her the right to 
suggest that I was simply going on an 
ego trip. I enjoyed reading Wintle's 
article also; I wouldn't have taken the 
trouble to reply if that was not the 
case. The presentation of my text as a 
“reaction” to Wintle was perhaps unfor- 
tunate and not of my doing [*11]. The 
editor of Considerations had suggested 
that the authors of articles would like 
some feed-back. In that spirit I offered 
a comment on astrological ideas presen- 
ted by Wintle, not to criticize or "be- 
little" him, but to offer other possible 
interpretations of astrological ideas. I 
wrote an article but Wintle presented me 
with the themes. 

A last word to T. Patrick Davis. Is 
it only my assumption that astrologers 
learn the meaning of a planet by refer- 
ring to mythology? I have read dozens of 
articles where the writer does that. 
Psychologically-oriented astrologers, 
especially of the Jungian school (see 
Liz Greene) do that. 

I did not say that there was no 
responsiveness to a planet prior to its 
discovery. I suggested that this respon- 
siveness was limited to outstanding 
people, whereas since the official dis- 
covery, the symbolism touches everybody. 

Even if one does a lot of lab work 
and uses an empirical method of investi- 
gation, one has to have a pre-conceived 
idea of the meaning of the elements one 
uses in the experiment. Without a pre- 
conceived idea of Pluto, how can one 
decide that it is Pluto and not some 


other planet responsible for the situa- 
tion? 

Many astrologers--and I among them- 
-take a good look at all the new things 
that enter the world stage around the 
time of the discovery of a planet. If 
astrology means anything, these new 
things must mean something that did not 
exist before as a possibility on a col- 
lective all-human level. 

Furthermore, I believe that putting 
Pluto in the charts of people born prior 
to its discovery, helps us to understand 
the deeper significance of their lives 
in terms of our present-day understand- 
ing. I do not think that, in their life- 
time, they lived their lives consciously 
in terms of Uranus, Neptune or Pluto. 
But some especially evolved humans were 
heralds of what today is part of the 
possibilities of everybody. 

It might interest T. Patrick Davis 
to know that I have been working with 
helio coordinates since 1944 and that a 
well-known French astrologer of the 
beginning of the 19th century wrote a

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book--very rare--in which he interpreted 
the lives of the French kings and queens 
according to the helio positions of 
their planets. 

In conclusion, let me state emphat- 
ically that Rudhyar's approach is per- 
fectly applicable to help practically 
people who have psychological and spiri- 
tual problems. My work over fifty years 
vouches for it as well as that of the 
Many French astrologers--over two hun- 
dred now--who have been attracted to the 
larger dimension of life Rudhyar evokes 
so well.

BOOKS CONSIDERED 


THE FUTURE OF ASTROLOGY 

Edited by A. T. Mann. London: Unwin 
Hyman, 1988. Hardback, 198 pages, 12.95 
pounds sterling. 


Essays on Astrology by John Addey, Roger 
Elliot, Dennis Elwell, Michel Gauquelin, 
Karen Hamaker, Robert Hand, Charles 
Harvey, Louise & Bruno Huber, Jim Lewis, 
Barry Lynes, A. T. Mann, Alan Oken, 
Leyla Rael, and Dane Rudhyar. 


BUY THIS. It will prove to be an invalu- 
able addition to your astrological lib- 
rary, perhaps for reasons other than 
those the editor or publisher intended. 
We have here an anthology of four- 
teen essays by some of the more well- 
known European and American astrological 
writers put together by Tad Mann. The 
theme for each essay is presumably The 
Future of Astrology and maybe half of 
the contributors really address the 
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matter. Each of the others, in turn 
indicating that an increased emphasis of 
his own brand of astrology is not only 
the preferred direction but the one 
astrology will obviously take, beats his 
drum to his own wishful tune. (This is 
not necessarily bad; to have had four- 
teen anti-science diatribes and repeated 
appeals for IBM to come down off the 
mountain and bring us to the promised 
land could have been nauseating.) Dane 
Rudhyar and John Addey can, of course, 
be excused from this criticism on obvi- 
ous circumstantial grounds, as must the 
very much alive Leyla Rael, who pens a 
delightful description of Dane Rudhyar's 
astrological life work. 

Each one of the sections in this 
book is nevertheless fascinating. We are 
given the drawn horoscope of each writ- 
er, together with a brief biography, a 
photograph (on the back cover), and the 
said essay. Should the contents of a 
particular composition irritate the 
reader, an evaluation of the birth chart 
may explain the cause for one's reac- 
tion. 

This reviewer found seven of the 
essays particularly interesting, ~ but 
that's because of who he is and his mood 
at the time; others will doubtless find 
their own favorites. Without exception 
each of the contributions is well- 
considered and expressed clearly. Be 
sure to read Roger Elliot's piece: it's 
the last in the book and superbly writ- 
ten. One can expect to return to this 
book time and again--there's an enormous 
content in its pages. 

If you want to investigate fourteen 
different astrological approaches--thir- 
teen really, for Leyla Rael obviously 
follows Rudhyar's--and to know what is 
happening today, perhaps even tomorrow, 
in a part of our world, this is the book 
for you. 


Publisher's copy on fly-leafs is 
notorious for disguising the contents of 
a book. They get us to read books we 
shouldn't or to discard gems unseen. 
This one is no exception. We're informed 
that "Astrology is at the heart of a 
revolution in values in the modern 
world. It is clear that for man to sur- 
vive, a new set of principles for human 
interaction must be formulated. We need 
to learn how to integrate humanity with 
natural and astrological patterns--a 
"human ecology' is vital for the next 
millennium". Golly! 

There is obviously a gross under- 
representation of female writers in this 
book. Really just Karen Hamaker as the 
token woman, for Louise Huber comes as 
part of a team with her husband, Bruno, 
and Leyla Rael is here because of the 
great Dane. No, that's not why you 
should buy it, but it's questioning this 
imbalance that reveals an unexpected 
facet to this book. And that could be 
truly valuable here. 

So, why the sexist imbalance? Is 
Karen Hamaker the only capable woman 
astrologer around? Obviously not. Who 
selected the astrologers included here? 
Not Messrs. Unwin and Hyman, the pub- 
lishers. That's the editor's job. 

Now the value of the published 
horoscopes becomes apparent. Turn to 
page 82, where Tad Mann's own chart is 
illustrated. Sure enough the Moon is 
the lowest body in the chart, down there 
by the IC separated from the rest of the 
planets (these are all in the south-west 
quadrant) and opposing Neptune. 

So, even if you're not too inter- 
ested in a heavy subject like THE Future 
of Astrology, or you are but doubt if 
anyone of these clever people really has 
anything worth saying on the matter, 
there's still a good reason for you to 
go out and buy this book. If nothing 


else, the combination of essay and horo- 
scope makes it the perfect teaching 
aide. Get your students to buy it. Have 
them study each chart and biography and 
read the accompanying essay. Then get 
them to tell you why Alan Oken, for 
instance, with that Neptune placement 
pursues the form of astrology he does; 
what Jupiter rising in Cancer and the 
Moon opposition to Saturn do for Barry 
Lynes' self-image and expectations from 
the world; how Pluto rising and the 
XIth- house Gemini Sun comes out in Jim 
Lewis's essay; and so on for each of the 
contributors--all, that is, save Leyla 
Rael, for whom, bright lady that she is, 
no birth data is given. 

This is an interesting book for 
which A. T. Mann and his contributors 
must be congratulated. Lots of deep 
thinking. Some good, polished writing. 
And a real opportunity for the student 
of astrology to discover what it is 
within their natal charts that makes 
these different people (all of whom 
started off at very much the same place: 
“Aries is a Cardinal sign of the Fire 
element ruled by Mars; Taurus is...", 
etc.) go off in each of these directions 
and emphasize such varying aspects of 
the same field of knowledge. Each of the 
contributors to this anthology lives in 
his own distinct world--as we all do-- 
and each one approaches astrology from 
this unique perspective, which is clear- 
ly identifiable from a study of the 
writer's own nativity.

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THE MECHANICS OF FREE WILL 

by Martha Lang-Westcott. 

Treehouse Mountain, Reeds Bridge Road, 
Conway, MA 01341. Soft cover, 226 pages, 
spiral bound. $19.95. 


An initial desultory glance through 
this book became attentive reading when 
we found “if the only tool you have is a 
hammer, you tend to treat everything as 
if it were a nail" quoted from Abraham 
Maslow (page 195) as part of the 
description of what to expect from a 
person with a natal Saturn-Mars conjunc- 
tion. A few pages later we read "Your 
reality only exists as you perceive it." 
The author says each person lives in his 
or her own reality, in his or her own 
world, and she believes the astrological 
birth chart to provide one way of inter- 
preting and understanding this unique 
reality. She relates this concept to the 
components of the natal chart, which she 
identifies as various sub-systems within 
the overall reality-model of the indiv- 
idual. The Ascendant, she says, repre- 
sents the birth moment, the impressions 
gathered then are reactivated again at 
each fresh beginning within life. The 
Moon links the newborn to whence it has 
come; the placement in sign and house, 
together with the aspect pattern, de- 
scribes one's history, one's past, and 
at the same time connects the past to 
the present just as the mother, who 
nurtured the infant within her and who 
was there to welcome her baby into the 
world, helped it into its first new 
experience. 

So far, excellent. Where we had 
difficulties was not with the underlying 
concept--indeed, we are delighted that 
it is expressed as it is--but with some 
of the basic meaning attributed to the 
planets, to the signs and to the houses. 
Here we spotted the footprints of such 
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as Arroyo, Sasportas and Greene, writers 
who appear to have influenced this au- 
thor. Had the description of, for exam- 
ple, the Moon in the VIth house been 
transposed with that of the Moon in 
Virgo, we suspect no one would notice. 
And then there are statements like "Mer- 
cury...too can be placed in Houses that 
disdain its nature and disregard its 
rationality" which we find disturbing. 

The Moon, justifiably, is given a 
lot of attention, fully a third of the 
book, although its visible shape, if 
New, Full, waxing or waning, is not 
considered--in years past, when we all 
prized our copies of Rudhyar's book on 
the Lunation Cycle, we knew the Moon's 
shape to be its single most important 
factor; times change. The Ascendant, 
planets and Sun, between them, are cov- 
ered in just twenty pages. Uranian 
points and asteroids get ninety pages. 

The writing is cheery, containing 
much imagery. The explanation of how 
transits should be interpreted is very 
good, although the single example may 
not be enough. Mainly because of the 
underlying philosophy of the author, 
which comes though in all the descrip- 
tions, we believe there's much of value 
contained in this book.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
PERSONALITY 

Seminars in Psychological Astrology, 
Volume I. by Liz Greene and Howard Sas- 
portas. Weiser. Soft, 319 pages. $12.50. 


Liz Greene is the current star of psy- 
chological astrology. She is teamed here 
with Howard Sasportas, her co-director 
at the Centre for Psychological Astro- 
logy in London, in a book that the pub- 
lisher says tells us "why we are who we 
are." In this first volume of a series 


of transcripts of seminars held at their 
Centre, we read how the childhood en- 
vironment affects adult behavior. 

The two writers complement each 
other well. Sasportas' approach is sim- 
pler and, on the face of it, more prac- 
tical, whereas Greene is very theoreti- 
cal, relying a great deal on her inter- 
pretation of myth. 

In the first section of the book 
Sasportas explores the stages of child- 
hood from both a psychological and as- 
trological perspective, showing how 
early traumas and experiences affect 
adult life. This is the first time we 
have read anything by Sasportas and we 
found his seminar on "The Stages of 
Childhood" fresh and stimulating, al- 
though we do have problems with some of 
his more imaginative ideas, such as the 
XIIth house showing how we experience 
life in the womb. The symbolism is, of 
course, appropriate but there may be 
some conflict here with the Gauquelin 
results. 

In the second seminar Greene ex- 
plains how the parental marriage is 
shown in the birth chart and how in our 
adult life we tend to repeat our par- 
ents'relationship patterns. Liz Greene 
is excellent here. 

The third section, by Sasportas, 
describes subpersonalities and psycho- 
logical conflicts within the horoscope 
in terms of the archetypal principles of 
the signs and the planets. This seems to 
be a clever party piece rather than of 
any practical relevance. 

In the final section Greene in a 
brilliant, rich essay looks at "puer 
and senex", comparing the symbolism of 
the eternal youth, the perpetual adoles- 
cent, male or female, who avoids commit- 
ment to life, and the mature old man; 
the vision of unbounded spiritual possi- 
bilities up against the limits of time 


and mortality. We were reminded of news- 
paper cartoons that depict a bearded 
ancient handing over rulership of Time 
to a diapered, divine child each New 
Year. 

The chart for the second puer ex- 
ample on page 304 appears to have been 
drawn with wrong angles. The discussion 
only becomes meaningful if the chart is 
redrawn with the MC in the last decanate 
of Scorpio and late Capricorn rising, 
not Aquarius and Gemini as shown. 

There's a mess of theory and sym- 
bolism in this thick book. For all as- 
trologers it is a must buy.

ASTRO-DATA II by Lois Rodden. 
Tempe, Arizona: AFA, 1988. 442 pages, 
paperback. 


This is a new edition of the now clas- 
sical American Book of Charts, published 
by Astro-Computing Services in 1980. 
Many inaccuracies have been corrected. 
I, for one, am happy that people no 
longer take me for a near-twin of Graham 
Nash; the great rocker's chart has been 
redrawn, with its Pluto a good three 
degrees beyond mine. Gone too are some 
of the lapses in form and spelling that 
must have annoyed many readers: Jean- 
Baptiste Corot, Robert McNamara and the 
Emancipation Proclamation now have their 
correct names. 

The updated birth-time bible re- 
sults from eight years of picky research 
by Lois Rodden and 130 correspondents in 
twelve countries. Even the best data 
books can have a correction rate of one 
percent per year, and that one percent 
is not easily come by. I trust Lois will 
forgive me for lifting this passage out 
of her highly useful Data Notes (11736 
Third Street, Yucaipa, California 92399; 
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$8 for six issues) as it throws some 
light on the secrets of data collecting: 

"My accountant says, ‘Gemini, why 
are you doing this newsletter? You're 
making $1.37 an hour.' I tell him that I 
have something to say and these are the 
people I want to talk to... 

"To begin with corrections, birth 
certificate fees have been raised in 
nineteen states. Price changes are about 
as volatile... as data..." 

There is no question about the 
value of Astro-Data II. It will be a 
boon to students of astrology for much 
longer than its predecessor. My only 
serious reservation is with the applica- 
tion of the "A, B, C, DD" system of 
classifying data. Thomas Henry Huxley's 
birth time is rated "A", for example, 
with the following explanation: "Lyndoe 
in A[merican] A[strology], December 
1968: 'Though he put 8:00 AM in his 
autobiography, 9:30 is recorded in the 
family Bible.'" Are we sure that Huxley 
didn't have a good reason for contra- 
dicting whoever wrote "9:30"? Has anyone 
looked at that Bible since Edward Lyn- 
doe? For that matter, did Lyndoe see it 
with his own eyes? On the other hand, 
artist George Du Maurier is given "DD" 
because four different sources state 
birth times of 5:20, 5:45, 5:47 and 5:50 
AM--all of which adds up to a fairly 
plausible birth time in my books. 

An ideal solution to the data prob- 
lem, of course, would be to have a hun- 
dred trained researchers look at all the 
primary sdurces which the data books now 
usually cite at third or fourth hand: 
not only birth certificates, but all the 
relevant biographies, diaries, letters 
and family Bibles. Until that remote 
time, we can only express our admiration 
and gratitude for Lois Rodden and her 
gutsy colleagues.

MAY WAS UNUSUAL: it had two Full Moons. 
The first of these, in the 12th degree 
of Scorpio, aligned with the transiting 
Jupiter-Pluto opposition. Several explo- 
sive events occurred, as noted in Data, 
Etc. The disintegration of a children's 
hospital in Kashmir less than an hour 
after the lunation was particularly 
distressing. This Full Moon may also be 
related to rocket fuel exploding in 
Nevada, an explosion at a Shell Oil 
refinery, and the burning of Califor- 
nia's tallest building. 

Perhaps you missed reading about 
some of these events. Another happening 
received much more attention from the 
media: on Tuesday, 3rd May 1988 the 
White House admitted (sic) that Presi- 
dent Reagan and his wife, Nancy, are 
both deeply interested in astrology. The 
announcement followed reports that, in 
his memoirs, Donald T. Regan, the former 
White House chief of staff, described 
this concern of Mrs. Reagan as influenc- 
ing the scheduling of important events. 

Several astrologers appeared on 
prime-time television. The astrological 
organizations worried over how best to 
take advantage of the unprecedented 
publicity. 

Jim Lewis commented on this rather 
aptly in an essay, "And the Future Will 
Be Nothing Less..." [*1], written about 
a year ago, in which he discussed the 
effect on astrology of Uranus joining 
Neptune in Capricorn: 


"Astrology may seem to lose influence, 
perhaps abetted by some of its practi- 
tioners who will be all too willing to 
act out whatever role the producers want 
them to in exchange for a spot of prime- 
time TV. Astrologers may find themselves 
forced to choose between selling out to 
mainstream expectation, or losing power 
and influence in the larger society, 
which may seem to many like failure. 

Westerners tend to see implemen- 
tation of the will as success--the illu- 
sion of extroverted power can be main- 
tained as long as one's desires are 
realized, and one's worldview justified 
and accepted. Astrologers often fall 
into this trap as well, unquestioningly 
believing that if only The Leader would 
express a belief in astrology [*2], then 
those millions of followers of whom 
society is largely comprised would em- 
brace the truth and the millennium would 
arrive. 

But the planets do not revolve in 
their orbits to assure mere humans the 
gratification of seeing their worldview 
on prime-time TV. Astrology has a dif- 
ferent message for the world than to 
state that it is "right" and those who 
don't accept it are "wrong." Christian- 
ity's truth was not much advanced when, 
at last, the Roman Emperor embraced it, 
and one could make a case for asserting 
that it was irrevocably compromised; any 
astrology that can play to the masses 
will not be very astrological. So long 
as Westerners feel that exercise of 
their ego and will constitutes success 
(rather than integrating with nature and 
the universe), astrology is not apt to 
be very successful. The networks...may 
prove to have a purpose different from 
an evangelistic "conversion" of our 
society to a belief in astrology, more 
in keeping with a twelfth-house Capri- 
corn epoch...in the immediate future." 


I strongly endorse Jim Lewis's 
comments and congratulate him both for 
his prophetic insight and his salutary 
words. 

1988 is a year of Saturn-Uranus 
conjunctions. Did we all forget? There 
was plenty of excitement: phone calls 
from the local paper, invitations to be 
interviewed on TV. But this is surely a 
time when interest in Uranian subjects 
generally may be setback, a period when 
any progress in astrology can only come 
about after much--unpublicized--hard 
work. Saturn is conjunct our ruler at 
the Capricorn cusp; now's not when the 
world's likely to appreciate us, or to 
recognize there's any truth in astro- 
logy. Were an Aquarian client to come 
in for consultation now, with Saturn 
conjunct Uranus in the sky, wouldn't we 
advise: "Lie low, pay your dues, and 
don't accept candy from strangers"? 
Those of us who forgot were left with a 
nasty taste. 

Saturn is conjunct our ruler and, 
by definition, our health, our status, 
our very well-being is under attack. 

The recent passing of four out- 
standing astrologers sadly confirms this 
negative assessment. You didn't really 
think it was Uranus conjunct astrology's 
ruler, did you?

The present issue contains something for 
most tastes. In it we welcome four 
writers new to Considerations: 

T. Pat Davis is not a new name, but 
this is the first time we've had an 
article from her. Pat uses heliocentric

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and geocentric positions of the astro- 
logical bodies together in the same 
chart. Having two Mercuries, etc. in a 
Map may be difficult for the purist, but 
the evidence Pat provides for this prac- 
tice is compelling. 

If the use of the same planet twice 
in a chart is new to you, then Sandra 
Weidner may appear to operate in another 
dimension. She uses four of everything: 
the birth planets, those at conception, 
and the navamsa of each--all in togeth- 
er. If that doesn't raise your hackles, 
see how you cope with siderealist- 
Sandra's fresh approach to finding the 
prenatal epoch, without use of any vari- 
ation of the Trutine of Hermes. We're 
very impressed by her work. 

Cheng-yi Huang has a speculative 
chart for Mikhail Gorbachev. His method 
for finding the time of birth makes a 
lot of sense. Previously I had settled 
on a different chart for the current 
leader of the USSR; by way of contrast 
there's also a description of how I came 
up with my time. 

Our fourth "new" writer is Ebenezer 
Sibly, an astrologer from another age. I 
tend to turn to his writings for re- 
freshment after periods spent reviewing 
new books. A reproduction of his works 
is now available, this is a sampling. 

Not all of the writers in this 
issue are new to us. Some of our favor- 
ite contributors are with us again: 

Barbara Koval, who called last 
October's stock market crash right on 
the money, now warns of more market 
gyrations. Alexander Marr analyses the 
recent ski accident involving Britain's 
Prince Charles, and identifies extremely 
tight aspects. The correspondence from 
Alexander Ruperti and Prier Wintle is 
valuable reading. There are some great 
books, Data Etc., and my forecast of who 
will win the Presential election: 
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So, who is it to be? Who, following 
the inauguration of 20th January 1989, 
will become, as my children are taught 
at school, leader of the free world? Who 
is to be the new Caesar? 

Republican George Bush and Democrat 
Michael Dukakis appear to be the choices 
of the two main political parties--this 
is written before the two party conven- 
tions. There is some uncertainty about 
the birth time of each man. I am using 
the following: 

George Bush: 11:45 EDT (15:45 UT) 
12th June 1924, 42N15 71W05. 

Michael Dukakis: 6:00 PM EST (23:00 
UT), 3rd November 1933, 42N20 71W07. 

For each candidate I examined both 
forward and converse primary directions 
and secondary progressions to the elec- 
tion and to inauguration day. I also 
calculated the appropriate converse 
transits for the two days. My conclu- 
sion from this survey is that it is 
difficult to choose between the two men 
(the uncertainty of the angles demands 
caution), which suggests a close race. 

However, the Jupiter station a few 
hours prior to the inauguration (05:46 
UT, 20th January 1989) has many powerful 
aspects to the Dukakis chart and seems 
to ignore Mr. Bush--I take this as indi- 
cating that Michael Dukakis will become 
the next President. 

An omen for the future is that both 
candidates may be experiencing progress- 
ed Saturn conjunct an angle. For Bush it 
is on his progressed Ascendant; Dukakis 
has it on natal MC. While the interpre- 
tation of progressed Saturn on these 
places is not the same as for its tran- 
sit over them, I take these contrasting 
progressions to confirm that Bush will 
experience defeat (he may also have 
converse secondary Ascendant conjunct 
natal Pluto) and Dukakis be the victor.

A TECHNICAL NOTE 


CONSIDERATIONS follows standard astrological 
and astronomical conventions as much as pos- 
sible. Degrees of the Zodiac (ecliptic) are 
indicated either by the ° and'symbols mean- 
ing degrees and minutes (and occasionally by

and minutes parts. Thus 265916! of Longitude 
is the same as 25°16! of Sagittarius or 
25 16 or 25SG16.

Time is stated in hoursand minutes (and 
sometimes seconds) separated by colons using 
the 24-hour clock. Thus 02:07:48 means 2 
hours, 7 minutes and 48 seconds after mid- 
night. Civil Time is usually stated as UT 
(Universal Time) or ET (Ephemeris Time) since 
this saves the reader from uncertainty about 
precisely what clockrules are being follow- 
ed. UT may be converted to Eastern Standard 
Time (EST) by subtracting five hours. ET is 
approximately equivalent to UT. A good ex- 
planation of the difference between UT and ET 
is found in the appendix "How to Casta Natal 
Horoscope" by Robert Hand and Joshua Brack- 
ett, in The American Ephemeris 1931 to 1980. 


Hours are given in the 24-hour dial to 
avoid errors with "a.m." and "p.m."; 17:00, 
not 5.00 p.m. 

Decimal points always separate whole 
numbers from decimal parts. Colonsare used 
to separate whole numbers from sixtieths. 
Thus 2:07.8 means 2 hours, 7 minutes and 
eight-tenths of a minute, which is equivalent 
to 2:07:48. 

When the decimal point is used together 
withdegree, arc minute and arc second sym- 
bols, the decimal point follows the symbol of 
the last whole unit. Thus 23.41 degrees can 
be written 23°.41 or 23°24!.6 or 23°24!36". 

Local sidereal time (ST) is expressed in 
hours. The right ascension of the local 
meridian (RAMC) is expressed in angular 
measure. The former is equal to the latter 
divided by 15. Hence ST 7:51 is the same as 
RAMC 117°45', 

Zodiacal positions may be assumed to be 
tropical unless stated otherwise. Sidereal 
horoscopes usually require that an ayanamsha 


be stated. 
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
